ENGLAND. 


PART OF THE LIBERAL PROGRAMMB. 

Lonpow, April 5.—In the House of Commons 
this afternoon Sir George Campbell (Liberal) 
announced that he will propose on Monday an 
addition to the address to the Queen, to wit: 
Praying her to accept the Preliminary Confer- 
ence proposed by Germany, and abstain from 
isolated action in a matter in which England 
has littie direct interest, while intimating to the 
other Powers that England is prepared to sup- 
purt them in any concerted action they take to 
oppose the acts of spoliation with which Russia 
threatens Roumania. 

ON THE QUI VIVB. 

Lowpon, April 6—5 4. m.—The Post pub- 
lishes the following in semi-official form: 
“There is no doubt that our Government, 
while determined to vindicate eyery line of 
Lord Salisbury’s dispatch, is not unwilling to 
take into consideration the views suggested by 
Viennese statesman. To-day the prospect is 
more peaceful, but the Government should 
guard against a surprise at Constantinople, and 
Layard ought to be empowered to assure the 
Porte of Eogland’s support against any sudden 
advance of the Russians. 

The Standard publishes the following in sim- 
ilar form: We understand that the present in- 
tention is té keep the Channel equadron near 
Malta available for the transport of troops 
therefrom. Every arrangement has been made 
so that 3,000 or 4,000 troops could be embarked 
in a few hours.” 

THE OPPOSITION IN PARLIAMENT. 

It is understood that the front Opposition 
bench in the House of Commons will not pro- 
pose any amendment on Monday to the address 
to the Queen, in answer to the proclamation 
calling out the reserves.

WILL TRY AGAIN. 

A correspondent at Vienna telegraphs: It is 
the impression to-day that Russia is not likely 
to go out of her way to break off the pour- 
pariers, but will probably use the com- 
munications of England and Austria as 
a means of commencing negotiations. She is, 
however, meanwhile, strenuously endeavoring 
to strengthen both her political ‘and military 
sit uatiou in Turkey. Some think that perhaps 
the Turks have already concluded an alliance, 
the execution of which is merely delayed so as 
not to cause a premature outbreak of war. 
Those having access to the Sultan say, however, 
that he is much depressed, and still hopes to 
escape the necessity of deciding between Rus- 
sia and Eugland.

GERMANY. 


RUSSIA’S COURSE DISAPPROVED. 

Berwin, April 5.—The North. German Gazette 
says that although the treaty does not affect 
Germany's interests, the entrance of Russia into 
antagonism with other neighbors and friends of 
Germany cannot be a matter of indifference 
to her. The negotiators of the treaty 
seem not to have kept the interests of other 
Powers sufticiently in mind. Russia could only 
purchase the complete fulfiliment of the treaty 
by another war. The principal obstacle to a 
settlement is Russia's having bound herself by 
the terms of the treaty. Both England and 
Austria admit that great changes are necessary 
in the East. It is therefore to be hoped that, 
in vi.wof the agreement of Russia, Austria, 
and Eugland on this main point, a common de- 
sire for peace may ultimately gain the upper 
hand. 2 

ABSOLUTELY UNTRUE. 

BerRuin, April 5.—One of the minor journals 
of this city to-day published an extra edition 
stating that preparations are making for mobil- 
izing the German army, and also containing 
other alarming statemeuts. In the German 
Parliament the Minister of War declared the 
statements absolutely untrue. 


CONSTANTINOPLE. 
THE MILATARY SITUATION. 


Loxpox, April 5.—The military situation is 


attracting attention. The Serviat 
of Bulgaria will relieve 
concentrated south of 
indications that the Russian troops lately at 
Sophia and south of Adrianople are moving to- 
wards the southeast. It is now believed that 
the occupation of the northern shore of the 
Bosphorus by the Russians would prevent Ad- 
miral Hornby from forcing a passage. 
Some Russian divisions are  echeloned 
on the road to Buyuatiere, and a total 
force of about 30,0000 is collected 
within easy striking distance. Between these 
and Buyukdere there are some Turkish. brig- 
ades, which could probably hold the place till 
assistance arrived. On the peninsula of Gal- 
lipoli, or the neighboring mainland in front of 
Bulair, there are probably about 50,000 Rus- 
sians, while at Salonica and on the lines of com- 
munication there may de scattered some 50,000 
more. The War-Office at St. Petersburg is dis- 
satisfied with the muster-rolls, and is making 
strenuous exertions to hurry up the reserves, 
and recruits in the Capital were three days ago 
inspected by the Emperor. 
MINISTERIAL DOWNFALL. 
Dispatches from Constantinople foreshadow

Council of Ministers and Minister of the In-

ROU MANIA. 
A COLLISION IMMINENT. 

Lonpon, April 5.—If the attitude of the 
Roumanian Government is real, and not 
feigned, it is difficult to see how a rupture 
can be avoided when Russia proceeas to en- 
force the treaty of San Stefano, and a col- 
lision between Russia and England and Austria 
might be brought about in this way. The pro- 
test referred to by Prince Gortschakoff in his 
conversation with the Roumanian agent in the 
early part of this week was brought before 
asecret sitting of the Roumanian Chambers 
last Sunday by members hostile to Russia, but 
no action will be taken till the result of M. 
Bratiano’s mission to Vienne is officially com- 
municated to the Chambers. M. Bratiano will 
return to-day. 


EGYPT. 


THE FINANCES. 


London, April 5.—A Paris correspondent says 
Mr. Rivers Wilson, one of the members of the 


Commission appointed by the Khedive to in- 
quire into the condition of the Egyptian rev- 
enues, ctc., had an interview with M. Wadding- 
ton, Foreign Minister, on Thursday, and leaves 
tor Egypt on Friday. The task of the Commis- 
sion, which will begin its labors immediately, 
is no longer regarded either in England 
or France as a private one, but as an 
official investigation bound by the resolutions 
which the Viceroy will have to give or refuse 
his approval, with tne consciousness of the re- 
sponsibility attached to his decision. It is be- 
yond doubt that the settlement of this everlast- 
ing and dangerous Egyptian question is in one 
way or the other nearing its end. 


INCIDENTAL.

This statement was made 
the basis of the examination by counsel 
for the plaintiffs, and Mr. Day testified 
that the amount of assets set down as worth 
$507,648 realized only $466,693, leaving on hand, 
however, portions of the assets, some of which 
have since been realized on, and some of which 
are of aoubtful value, notably South Carolina 
and Alabama State and Petersburg (Va.) Rail- 
road bonds. According to Mr. Day’s testimony, 
these remaining assets cannot be regarded as 
promising any Jarge amount, if realized upon; 
yet it is 4 noteworthy fact that within a few 
months tue stock of the Company has reap- 
peared in the Hartford stock market, with quo- 
tations of about five cents on the dollar. 

The efforts of counsel for the plaintiffs has 
been mainly directed to showing misrepresenta- 
tion of the Company's condition at the time the 
composition was effected.

RALSTON’S LAST SCHEME. 


And How Senator Sharon Is Carrying It Out, 
to the Disgust of San Francisco. 
Correspondence New York Sun. 

Saw Francisco, March 20,—The earliest sup- 
ply of hydrant water for this city was drawn 
from a small lake just outside of the city limits 
of that period. The reservoir belonged to the 
city, but was turned over under certain restric- 
tions to a private company. As the city grew 
in population, other ponds and reservoirs were 
brought into requisition, and amore ambitious 
watercompany was formed, which purchased 
the rights of the earlier companies, and ac- 
quired the whole available water supply of the 
peninsula, upon the northern limit of which 
San Francisco is built. The Spring Valley Wa- 


ter Company has thus enjoyed the exclusive 


privilege of sapplying the people of the grow- 
ing town with water, and its exactions have 
rown in proportion to its power until they 
ve become unbearable. Water meters are 
placed in every house, and a charge of 75 cents 
to $1 per 1,000 gallons is rigorously exacted. 

The only remedy for this subjection to a 
grasping company is the purchase by the city of 
the Spring Valley Works at an exorbitant price, 
or the introduction ol a new supply of water 
from distant lakes, which can only be reached 
by going round or across the bay of San Fran- 
cisco. The Legislature of 1876 appointed a 
commission to decide upon the purchase 
of Spring Valley or the building of new 
works. Their decision was to be ratified by the 
Supervisors and confirmed by the citizens of 
San Francisco. The Commissioners, accompa- 
nied by a staff of engineers and experts, jour- 
neyed over the State to examine the various 
lakes and rivers in the foot hills of the Sierras, 
and on their return made an elaborate report in 
favor of purchasing the Blue Lakes, lying about 
150 miles away. Contracts for the purchase, 
and the construction of the necessary works to 
bring the water into the city, were prepared and 
signed by the Commissioners and the vendors 
and contractors, when it was discovered that 
the Commission was not empowered to contract, 
but only to report. 

The whole subject was referred back to the 
Legislature, and a fresh opportunity was given 
to the Spring Valley Company to manipulate the 
lawmakers and kill the Blue Lake scheme, 
which, if successful, would be death to the mo- 
nopoly. 

The Spring Valley Company claims to have ex- 
pended some $11,000,000, $2,000,000 of which has 
been expended in extensions and new works 
within the last three years. This estimate is, 
no doubt, considerably above the actual cost of 
the land and works, but, letting that pass, the 
managers of the Company expect to sell to the 
city for $15,000,000, ‘which will zive them a 
very large profit on their own estimates. This 
was to have been the crowning speculation of 
Mr. Ralston, who had managed to secure a very 
heavy interest in the shares, which he pledged 
to the Bank of California and various banks and 
savings institutions, where they have since re- 
mained. He confidently expected to wipe off 
his enormous indebtedness and retrieve his 
broken fortune by this gigantic speculation, in 
which he was deeply and éarnestly engaged 
during the year immediately preceding his 
tragic death. , 

Mr. Ralston's share in the Spring Valley spec- 
wation was assumed.by Senator Sharon, and it 
is generally underst nere that the Senator’s 
fortunes depend upov the successful comple- 
tion of the sale of the property at — * figures. 
To accomplish that result he is wor ing with 
great sagacity and untiring energy, and it now 
looks as if he would succeed. While tnis ques- 
tion upon which his fortunes are staked is 

nding, Senatorial honogs and responsibilities 

ve no attractions for Mr. Sharon, for his heart 
is in Sacramento, not in Washi n. 

Last year, when the Blue kes contract 
looked very dangerous, the Spring Valley Com- 
pany offered to sell for 11,000, 000. Now, 
— skillful legislation, they expect to 
force the city to pay $15,000,000. -People are in- 
dignant, and the press is loud in its denuncia- 
tion of the job, but neithér indignation nor de- 
nunciation has the slightest effect upon the im- 
maculate Legislature, and perhaps Kearney's 
remedy is the only effective cure for the cor- 
ruption that reigns and revels in our State 
Capitol. 


DOGS AND PREACHERS. 


First Annual Exhibition of the Massachu- 
setts Kennel Club—Joseph Cook’s Monday 
Lectures.

Boston, April 3.—In many respects Boston is 
the hub of the universe. The State-House on 
Beacon Hill always suggests that idea, and 
everything is sure to come here to be adjudged, 
If you can conquer a Boston audience, whether 
by preaching, or lecturing, or actiug, you can 
go anywhere through the country. This is the 
testimony of every one, and the greeting which 
this queer city gave to Bob“ Ingersoll: was as 
warm and hearty as he has received from any 
quarter. 

The first annual bench show of dogs by the 
Massachusetts Kennel Club, which occupied 
four days last week, was pronounced, by those 
best able to judge, a decided success, 
both in the quality of dogs on exhibi- 
tion and in the interest in the affair on the part 
of the public. The previous shows in other 
cities have had the effect of improving the stock 
and increasing the number of pure-blooded 
dogs, and men who are well up in dog-culture 
say that this exhibition has shown great advance 
in this respect upon any former display, partic- 
ulariy among the pointers and setters. It was 
a novel sight to see Boston Common turned in- 
to a race-field for the exercise of dogs, and the 
noble specimens of these creatures attracted 
quite as much attention during their exercise as 
they did in the regular exhibition. The ladies 
were most interested in the smaller dogs, the 
black-and-tan, the skye, the Scotch, and other 
terriers. Sportsmen lingered around the ken- 
nels of the pointers and setters, and many men 
staved bour after hour among the dogs, feeling 
d that, as 
Christopher North used to say, they would like 
to own fifty of chem. One man, wuo gave me 
an ‘hour of his time in going from kennel 
to kennel, and who had nothing of the sports- 
man in him, though he seemed to know 
fully what is in dogs, said that the day before 
he had been from 2 p. m. to 9 p. m. in making 
a proper study of the exhibition. And this 
seemed to be characteristic of many visitors. 


. They were people out of the common elas s. 


They seemed to be specially at home around 
the kennels. They knew how to handle dogs, 
and the dogs knew it too, and were glad to be 
caressed by them. I have always believed that 
ple who love dogs, and horses, and flowers 
ave a t deal of goodness in them, and now 
I believe it more than ever. The humanity of 
the visitors was intense. It was as much of a 
study to see how they behaved as ft was to mark 
the really fine pointe in the different dogs. A 
dog who had special attention shown him, 
though he was not the winner of a prize, was 
Stanley, a Scotch deer-hound, who was owned 
by the late Gen. Custer, and was with him on 
the plains at the time he was killed. One felt 
as if he were near the brave soidier when he 
put bis band on the head of his favorite dog.

BISMARCK. 


A Slim Military Company—Low Water 
Grain-Farms—The Northern Pacific Rau- 
road.

BrsmarcK, D. T., April 3.—As illustrative of 

the strength of the army in this vicinity, and at 

Fort Lincoln in particular, 1 will cite Capt.

He is the man for 
the place. It is agreed that the new tewn on 
the opposite side of the Missouri from Bis- 
marck will be named after President Wright, of 
the Northern Pacific. It is accepted that, if the 
line is extended, the extension will be due 
to his vim and diplomacy. Jt is believed 
that the town across thé river will 
be the seat of the machine-shops of the Yellow- 
stone Division (260 miles long), and, therefore, 
something of a place. Some speculate upon its 
being the town upon the Upper Missouri, as big 
as Omaha.

THE TUILERIES. 


History of This Once Magnificent Palace, 
All Vestiges of Which Will Soon Have 
Disappeared. 

Pall- Mall Gasette. 

Visitors to Paris since the disastrous events 
of 18701 must, on seeing the charred: remains 
of the once magnificent Palace of the Tuileries, 
have come to the conclusion that one or two 
courses ought to be pursued in regard to the 
ruins. Either they should be removed, so that 
no traces of the building might remain; or the 
palace should be rebult in all its ancient 
splendor. The former alternative has been 
adopted. The proposal made by the architect, 
M. Viollet-le-Duc, to the municipality of Paris, 
to restore the building—not as a palace, but as 
a theatre, museum, and gallery of fine arts—is 
rejected; and in a short time all vestiges of the 
Tuileries will have disappeared. One cannot 
help thinking that the idea of demolish- 
ing the urban residence of two French Em- 
perors and several French Kings is somehow 
connected with that of rendering monarchy 
impossible in France. The phrase. Destroy 
the nests, and the rooks forsake the trees,“ re- 
celves anew application. Yet the conversion 
of the palace to the purposes proposed by M. 
Viollet-le-Duc would have effectually deprived 
it of its regal character, while u would have 
restored it to uses to which the Tuileries was 
often put in the days when, from one cause or 
another, French sovereigns refused to make it 
their residence. The building afterwards known 
as the Palace of the Tuilcries was in its original 
shape purchased by Louise de sayoie, who had 
been obliged to quit the Palace of Tournelles 
for similar reasons to those which lately com- 
pelled the Prince of Wales for a time to abandon 
Marlborough House. In 1518 the Tuileries was a 
country-house in the midst of atileyard, the prop- 
erty of M. Neuville de Villerv, a retired iutendant 
of finance. Louise de Savoie found her new pal- 
ace, then at some considerable distance from the 
inhabited part oi Paris, insufferably dull, and 
alter a time returned to Tournelles, where the 
French Court continued to reside until Henry 
II., in 1550, was killed at the tournament of 
which Tournelles was the scene. Catherine de 
Medicis, at superstitious as she was cruel, looked 
upon this disaster as an evil omen, refused any 
jonger to live at the place where it 
had occurred, and, for. saking Tour- 
nelles, came to the Louvre, where 
she conceived the idea of restoring the countrv- 
house, now in unsightly ruins, which Louise de 
Savoie had foratimeinhabited. Under Cather- 
ine’s directions the Palace of the Tuileries was 
built up, extended, and decorated by the famons 
architect, Philibert Delorme; and it was there 
that, four days before the massacre of St. Bar- 
tholomew, the festivities in honor of the mar- 
riage of Henri de Navarre to Marguerite de 
Valois were celebrated. It had been predicted 
to Catherine de Medicis by one 
of her numerous soothsavers that she 
would die at for which

Ove day, however, the 
er discovered that the newl y-erec palace was. 
in the parish of At. Germain de |)’ Auxcerrios, 
and fied, panic-stricken, from the edifice she 
had herself created. It is known that she at 
last died very near St. Germain indeed; for the 
confessor who attended her at the hour of death 
bore that name. 

Meanwhile, the building had not been com- 
pleted: and it remained in an unfinished state 
until Henry IV., having discovered that Paris 
was well worth a mass. established himself in 
bis capital, and, seeking for a suitable residence, 
determined to fix his headquarters at the Tuil- 
eries. First, however, he proposed to add what 
was wanting to Philibert Delorme’s imperfect 
masterpiece. He aied, however, beforethe palace 
had been fully prepared for his reception; and 
the Tuileries remained unfinished and neglect- 
ed until the time of Louis XIV., who nearly com- 
pleted it, but, anwilling to itve in it himself, 
gave itasa pl of residence to his cousin, 
Mile. de Montpensier. The Great Monarch, 
however, paid occasional visits to the Tuileries ; 
and it wasin the theatre of this palace that he 
assisted at tne first representation of that 
stra work, half ballet, half drama, produced 
in collaboration by the greatest tragic and the 
greatest comic dramatists of France, —Corneille 
and Moliere. 7 

The French sovereign who inhabited the Tufl- 
eries for a series of years was Louis XV. He 
was placed there as achila by the nt of 
Orleans, who wisbed to have him near own 


to remain at the eries any 
longer, and quitted that most unpopular of 
French palaces for Versailles. The Duke of Or- 
leans was obliged himself for a time to take up 
his abode at the Tuileries when bis _resi- 
Gence in the 


Tuileries in 1778 that celebrated perform- 
ance took place at nch Voltaire was crowned. 
The triumph of Voltaire was the last important 
event at the Tuileries prior to the Revolution. 
The first adult sovereign who remained for 
any length of time at the Tuileries was the un- 
happy Louis XVI. He did not go to the palace 
from his own choice, but was sent there, prac- 
tically as a prisoner, by the Convention. Louis 
XVI. lived at the Tuileries until he was taken 
out to die on the scaffold. It was at the Tuiler- 
les. in the famous iron chest, that the locksmith 
Germair discovered the compromising papers 
which were made use of for procurin 
the condemnation of the — 
Queen. Soon after the execution of 
Louis and Marie Antoinette the Convention 
established itself at the palace, and, more lib- 


eral than the Republican Government of toe 


present day, voted 300,000 francs for its restora- 
tion. The Convention, bv the way, showed it- 
self better disposed towards art than from the 
savage and brutal character of its leading mem- 
ders might be supposed. The Democrats and 
Communists who for a time held their sittings 
in the ancient palace were much more ready to 
grant subyentions for literary, pictorial, and 
dramatic purposes than the monarchical and 
aristocratic Government of England has ever 
shown itself. 

The first French sovereign who, being of ma- 
ture age, and in full possession of his faculties, 
went of his own accord to reside at the Tuil- 
eries was the First Napoleon. After the 18th 
Bramaire the First Consul made it his ordi- 
nary abode; and thcre, with Josephine as his 
wife, probably passed the happiest period of his 
life. The next occupant of the palace was Louis 
XVIII. It was from the Tuileries that he took 
flight after Napoleon’s return from Elba, and to 
the Tuileries that he returned after the Restora- 
tion. He remained there until bis death. This 
palace was now in good odor with the 
French Kings. Charles X. habitually resided 
there, and it was at the Tuileries that he signed 
the celebrated Ordonnances which caused his 
fall. It was the ordinary residence of Louis 
Philippe; and Louis Napoleon, living as Presi- 
dent at the 3 from 1849 to 1852, took pos- 
session of the Tuileries when in the latter year 
he assumed the Imperial crown. 

During the war against Germany the Empress 
Eugenie continued to reside at the Tuileries un- 
til the attitude of the Parisian populace caused 
her to depart abruptly. The next incident at 
the Tuileries, which had witnessed so many in- 
cidents of historical importance, was. a fatal 
one. On May 24, 1871, at the approach of the 
troovs of the army of Versailles, who had al- 
ready occupied the Hotel des Invalides and part 
of the Champ Elysees, the palace was set on fire 
by certain of the Communistic chiefs, whose 
identity has never been perfectly established. 
On the morning of the 24th it was in flames. 
But after a time, as the stonework would not 
burn, the incendiaries found ft necessary to 
have recourse to powder; and on the night of 
the 24th an explosion took place which destrov- 
ed avery considerable portion of the ancient 
palace. Bergeret had been in command at the 
Tuileries; but he had left the palace several 
days before the fire broke out. After the entry 
of the Versailles troops, one Benot. formerly 
a soldier in the regular army, then Captain in 
the National Guard, and finally Colonel under 
the Commune, was arrested, accused of haviug 
been concerned in the burning of the Tuileries, 
tried, found guilty, and sentenced to death. 
The evidence, however, could not have been re- 
garded as conclusive, for Benot’s punishment 
wee afterwards commuted to penal servitude for 

e. 

Boon the space now occupied by the founda- 
tions and ruined walls of the Tuileries will serve 
to extend the garden of the same name; a gar- 
den which bas its history and anecdotes, as well 
as the palace whose history is now at an end. 
In the present day it is chiefly celebrated for its 
„Petit Provence,’—a walk with a southern as- 
pect, frequented, by reason of its peculiar 
warmth, by old men and women, but above all 
by children. 


OLEOMARGARINE. 


Its Qualities Discussed by the New York 
Farmers’ Club—Advocates and Foes. 
New York Herald, April . 

A meeting of the Farmers’ Club was held in 
Room No. 24 Cooper Institute yesterday after- 
noon, the President, Dr. A. 8. Heath, in the 
chair, and John W. Chambers officiating as Sec- 
ret ary. The President said that to the butter- 
makers of the world the truth cannot be dis- 


| guised that oleomargarine bas finally become a 


commercial product, and that it is the competit- 
or of dairy butter, and not merely this but the 
great competitor of first-class dairy butter. 
This, he affirmed, was the solemn, sober, seri- 
ous, and positive declaration of a confirmed 
truth. Twenty-five thousand pounds are daily 
manufactured and sold in New York, and ten 
times the amount will be when the capacity 
of the establishment to produce that amount is 
extended. People will eat butter at 25 cents 

r pound when they cannot distinguish it from 

utter at 50 cents r pound. Butter-makers, 
in view of these facts, cannot afford to make 
anything but the very best butter, and the 
sooner they learn these important truths and 
benefit by them the better. 

Robert J. Dodge, from a committee appoint- 
ed to visit oleomargarine factories and report 
upon the method of the manufacture of the 
butter, its quality as compared with butter 
made exclusively from miik, and ite general at- 
tributes as a healthful and agreeable article of 
diet, as’ well as its commercial value as a pro- 
duction for foreign export, made an elaborate 
report, in which the affirmative of every propo- 
sition was strongly maintained. 

Dr. Henry A. Mott, Jr., chemist, reada paper ; 
said he had scientifically examined the artificial 
article, and ascertained that no deleterious sub- 
stances were introduced into or retained in it. 


Ae. advised dairy men to produce nothing but 


first-class butter, for the death knell of the in- 
ferior and rancid kind had been sounded. 

Several members of the Clubspoke in relation 
to the active demand for the new kind of but- 
ter, claiming that the supply was inadequate to 
meet it, when Col. Battersby, a member of the 
Club, said he knew that oleomargarine was made 
from fatgut from the intestines of cattle mtxed 
with the dirt of the abattoir at Communipaw, 
and carried to water and washed. 

A member suggested that the gentleman had 
better read the report on the subject made by 
the Committee. , | 

Dr. Mott said there was no deception in the 
matter. The fat of the animals is thoroughly 
cleansed before the manufacturing process com- 
mences. 

Dr. D. D. Parmlee, of the Chemical Works, 
Williamsburg, said there was no chemical or 
physical reason why artificial butter could not 
be made as good as butter made in the usual 


way. 

Col. Battersby called the members of the 
Club “‘ conspirators ’’ in undermining the inter- 
ests of the farmers, for which purpose the Club 
had been established. 

The further consideration of the subject was 
postponed until next week, and alter the vass- 
age of a resoltion recommending farmers to 
send samples of Indian corn to the Paris Expo- 
sition and the reading of a paper on shallow 
plowing, the Club adjourned.

The fact that difficult questions are constant- 
ly referred back to an inferior authority by 
the superior authority ‘shows conclusively 
that the superior authority—the Customs 
Division of the Treasury Department—is in- 
capable and imefficient. What the Customs 
Division lacks is the Sample Bureau, the 
establishment of which Tun Triscne has so 
often urged. There are a hundred argu- 
ments in its favor, Ind not one valid excuse 
can be given for the failure to create it and 
put it in working order at once. 


RESUMPTION OF SPECIE PAYMENTS. 

Secretary Saenman has had a third con- 
ference, and this time with the House Com- 
mittee on Banking and Currency, on the sub- 
ject of resumption. The report of this in- 
terview does not show that the subject was 
discussed so broadly and fundamentally as at 
the previous conferences, but the Secretary 
was able to reiterate his confidence in the abil- 
ity to resume and to adduce some additional 
reasons for the faith that isin him. At the 
same time, the report comes that the Seriate 
Finance Committee will take a vote next 
week on the House bill repealing the Re- 
sumption act, and that there are indications 
that the Repeal bill will be reported favora- 
bly to the Senate. The Finance Committee 
of the Senate consists of Mesars. Monz1x1, 
Dawes, Ferry, Jonzs, Auiison, How, WAL 
Lack, Bayarp, and Kernan. If the Com- 
mittee agree to report the House Repeal bill, 
it will probably not be by more than one 
majority. Messrs. Fzunr, Jonzs, ALL ox, 
Howe, and WaLLAcx are the only members 
of the Committee likely to favor it, and of 
these Messrs. Attison and Watiace ought 
to hesitate about it. 4 report in 
favor of the bill from the Committee 
will by no means assure its passage.

For three years the country has sustained 
the ordeal of a gradual but rapid apprecia- 
tion in the purchasing power of the circu- 
lating medium, until it is now within 1 per 
cent of par with the specie * of 
the world. There are only nine months 
more, and there remains but the difference 
of 1 per cent to determine whether a steady 
and permanent basis of values (with an en- 
larged volume of greenbacks, silver, and 
gold) can be reached. Will it not be folly 
to forego all the advantage gained by years 
of hardship, and necessitate a repetition of 
this experience in the future, in order to 
yield to the opinion of some men that re- 
sumption is impossible, and in order to nurse 
the fallacy that a new depreciation in the 
value of currency is essential to prosperity ? 
Certainly the situation, as it stands, appeals 
loudly to a continuation of the effort for a 
few months longer, and it should be left to 
the session of next December to make any 
change in the law that shall then have be- 
come obviously necessary. 

There are two points on which Secretary 
Suerman relies mainly for the accomplish- 
ment of resumption, viz.: (1) His ability to 
accumulate a specie reserve of from $120,- 
000,000 to $140,000,000 before Jan. 1; and 


tender notes in the meantime, as during the 
last three years, so as to obliterate the present 
difference of 1 per cent between greenbacks 
and gold. Neither of these expectations is 
preposterous or unreasonable. The accumu- 
lation of the coin reserve must be brought 
about chiefly through the sale of bonds, and 
this can be facilitated best by authorization 
to sell the 4 per cent fifty-year popular bonds 
for greenbacks. There is no doubt but there 
would be a lively demand for such securities, 
if issued in denominations as low as $25 and 
négotiated directly with the people, and the 
proceeds from such sales would be used for 
the purchase of specie, to be applied in part 
to the redemption of 6 per cent 
bonds subject to call, and in part 
to the necessary, accumulation of a specie 
reserve for resumption-purposes. It is only 
necessary for the House to pass the Popular 
Bond bill already sent over to it by the Sen- 
ate in order to assist the Government both in 
the saving of interest and the increase of the 
resunption-fund, and at the same time con- 
fera boon upon the people by furnishing 
them a safe and convenient investment for 
their savings. As to the gradual disappear- 
ance of the 1 per cent difference between 
greenbacks and gold, there is no reason to 
doubt that the same causes which operated 
to wipe out a difference of about 12 cents 
within the last few years will effect this 
small remnant within the nine months next 
preceding actual resumption. This tendency 
might be assisted, as suggested by Secretary 
SHERMAN in a previous interview, by author- 
izing the Government to receive legal-ten- 
ders in payment of duties somé two or three 
months preceding the date for resumption. 

Secretary SHERMAN unquestionably takes 
the right view about the position of the Na- 
tional Banks. They cannot afford to embar- 
rass the cause of resumption by any combi- 
nation to present any great mass of green- 
backs for redemption. It would be a dan- 
gerous experiment for them to do this and 
hoard the specie issued in return, for, if the 
Government should prove stronger than their 
combination, they would be large losers on 
the idle money in their vaults. Besides, it is 
in the interests of the banks that resumption 
be accomplished ; for, under the proposition 
to maintain the volume of greenbacks at 
#300,000,000, their legal-tender reserve would 
always be adequate for their purposes, and 
they would experience no more difficulty in 
redeeming their notes than they do now, 
with the advantage of maintaining those 
notes. constantly and steadily at a specie 
standard.

THE RAILROAD LOBBYISTS. 

The Pacific Railroad lobbyists, engaged in 
the effort to defeat Senator Tavrman’s bill 
for compelling the railroads to provide for 
the debt they owe the Government, have evi- 
dently changed their base of operations. 
This is manifest from their withdrawal of 
the Marruews bill, reported in their interest 
by the Pacific Railroad Committee as a sub- 
stitute for the Tuurman bill. We do not 


know just exactly what this means, but we | 


are sure it does not mean the surmender of 
the lobby. It threatens more danger in 
some other shape. The Jar Goutp Ring 
have not given up the fight, for they have 
too much at stake, and are accustomed to 
fight longer and harder. There are several 
theories that may account for the withdrawal 
of the Matruews bill. It may be that the 
lobby has made so much progress in securing 
the control of Senators (by the means they 
usually employ, which Senator Epmunps 
hinted at the other day) that they are now 
confident of defeating the Tnunmax bill out- 
right by a direct vote. This, of course, 
would best suit their purpose, for it would 
leave matters just where they stand now, 
and the Government would be obliged to 
continue the payment of the interest on the 
Pacific Railroad bonds; there would be no 
provision whatever for compelling the com- 
panies to prepare for the payment of the 
principal, and the Jay Govr and Hunrtine- 
rox Rings could go on declaring exorbitant 
dividends on fictitious stock. The Marraews 
bill was introduced, not because the Railroad 
Ring desires to submit even to its partial and 


the Government, but because they wanted a 


measure partially favorable to them rather 
than a just one. If they have concluded 
that their representatives on the floor of the 
Senate are numerous enough to defeat the 
Tavreman bill on a direct vote, then, of 
course, the Matruews bill is no longer of 
any use to them, and they will not consent 
to have it or any other measure passed. 

On the other hand, it may be that the 
Martruews bill had become so obnoxious on 
account of the exposures which have been 
made of its favoritism, and on account of 
Senator Epmunps’ bold denunciation of the 
corrupt influences at work, that it was 
thought wise to withdraw it, and depend 
upon the tinkering of the Tuvrman bill to 
suit the lobby’s purposes. Senator Epmunps 
did not tell half the truth about the ways 
and means employed by the railroad lobby,

If the Judiciary Committee's bill be 
defeated, or if it be so amended before pass- 
age as to take the vitals out of it and leave 
a mere searecrow that the companies 
will not be afraid of, then every member of 
the Senate who shall be a party to the iniqui- 
ty will be suspected of having yielded to in- 
fluences more corrupt than those used by the 
Credit Mobilier or Pacific Mail lobbies, and 
every such person may expect to look for- 
ward to a precarious’ political future. It 
will become evident within a day or two just 
what the lobby count upon doing, and such 
men as Tuvunman, Epmunps, CHRISTIANCY, 
and Davip Davis will never stop till they 


shall have exposed the villainy and prepared 


the way for punishing the corrupt legisla- 
tors, even if they shall not be able to arrest 
the corrupt legislation. 

The case 1s further complicated by the in- 
troduction of a bill by Mr. Cuarrzxz, which 
is said to contain some of the provisions of 
the Tuurman bill, but also new features 
compelling all the subsidized railroads to pro- 
rate with each other on equitable terms. 
This introduces a new discussion which is 
not only not pertinent to the Government's 
interests which the Taurman bill seeks to 
protect, but which will come before the Sen- 
ate as it has before the House in a distinct 
measure. If Mr. Cuarrez is honestly in 
favor of the principle which underlies the 
Tuvurman bill—that of forcing the subsidized 
railroads to disgorge a part of their spoils in 
payment of what they owe the Government 
—he will not insist upon rieking the defeat 
of this principle by hitching to it an extrane- 
ous matter that may create dissension among 
the friends of the original proposition. In 
that case he will withdraw his new bill; if he 
refuses to do so, he will be subjected to the 
suspicion of acting in the interests of the 
railroads at a critical time. 7 


A PESTILENT BOURBON. 

That bloviant humbug, fantastic lunatic, 
and pestiferous Bourbon, 
Bram, is in Washington with his scheme to 
sail up Niagara. By a resort to wire-pulling 
and personal boring he succeeded in in- 
ducing the Maryland Legislature to pass his 
idiotic resolution, instructing the Attorney- 
General of that State to try the Presidential 
question over again in the Supreme Court of 
the United States, upon the passage by Con- 
gress of a law to enable him todo so. It is 


probable that the Legislature passed the. 


resolution all the more readily because they 
knew such a law could not be passed, and 
therefore deemed it the easiest and quickest 
way to get rid of a public nuisance. They 
would probably have treated a resolution by 
Gerornce Francis Tram in the same manner 
if there were no other way of getting rid of 
him. There is but one plea made by this 
demagogue that has even the semblance of 
dignity. In an interview with a repre- 
sentative of the Washington. Post, he claims 
that the hard times are due to Mr. Hayzs. 
It is not unlikely that the grasshoppers 
of last summer, the hog cholera, the ravages 
of the weevil and curculio, the rinderpest, 
the municipal snarl in Chicago, the St. Louis 
Directory, besides explosions, crim. cons., 
and scan. mags. are due to Mr. Hayes, but, 
even if such be the case, what possible influ- 
ence does it have upon Mr. Harzs’ title to 
his seat? If the Usufruct were in the chair, 
and Montcomery Bram were in the Cabinet, 
of course the times would be better—for 
Montcomery Bran. He would be in office, 
and that is the sole end of Bourbonism. He 
would have power, influence, patronage, and 
spoils. He would kick Civil-Service reform 
to the winds, and the Post-Offices, and Cus- 
tom-Houses, and. other fat places would be 
squeezed dry. The corner groceries would 
thrive again. The bummers would get office. 
The Southern Brigadiers would grow rich on 
claims. The hungry horde of Democratic 
office-scekers would all get their noses 
into the crib, and perhaps get into the 
trough all over, as is the custom with the 
Bourbon animal. To revive our prostrate 
industries, re-establish our finances, and 
place trade on a healthy basis, all that is 
necessary is to seat Tom in the White 
House and Bram in the Cabinet! With 
such bosh as this, that would not impress 
an ordinarily intelligent scavenger, this irre- 
pressible demagogue has the effrontery to 
approach Congress, and ask that it shall 
stop important business and take up his 
precious scheme, which even the Attorney- 
General of Maryland, who would have to 
prosecute it, pronounces a farce. 
Montcomery Bram belongs to that class 
of implacable, rock-rooted, thick-headed 
Bourbons, a class now nearly extinct, which 
is easiest disposed of by letting it have its 
own way.

TAXATION FOR THE SINKING FUND. 

There was a clause inserted in one of the 
earlier War-Loan acts that from the receipts 
from customs duties there should be annually 
set aside as a Sinking Fdhd a sum equal to 1 
per cent of the national debt. This provision 
of the law was not carried into effect directly 
until 1869. Previous tb that time, and up 
to the close of the War, the public!debt had 
been reduced far more than was required by 
the Sinking-Fund act, but the legal provision 
for the Sinking Fund was not carried out 
specifically until after the 4th of March, 
1869. During the four years that followed, 
the purchases of the debt for the Sinking 
Fund and .otherwise by the Government 
were very large, and were greatly in excess of 
the requirements of the Sinking Fund, count- 
ing that as beginning as far back as 1862. 
The Sinking Fund now increases annually at 
the rate of nearly $35,000,000. Part of 
this is the 1 per cent of the principal of the 
debt, and the remainder is the interest on 
the bonds heretofore purchased for the fund. 
Last year the contribution to the Sinking 
Fand was less by about ten millions of dol.

_ There has been for several years a decline 
in the revenue from imports. This decline 
has been increased this year by the reduction 
of imports or withdrawal of imports from 


warehouse, pending a consideration of the | | 


tariff revision and a probable reduction of 
duties. Congress has already passed a law 
permitting the non-payment of revenue tax 
on spirits kept in warehouse for three years. 
A further possible reduction of the revenue 
may result from the passage of the bill now 
pending reducing the tax on tobacco from 
24 to 16 cents per pound. It is therefore 
more than probable that there will be a de- 
ficiency in this year’s revenue of from $20,- 
000,000 to $25,000,000. Now this deficiency 
must be met by a loan, or by suspending 
the payment of the Sinking Fund, or 
by levying a new tax. We do not 
believe there is one man in a hundred thou- 
sand who is in favor of paying the public 
debt before it is due, nor do we think any 
one will favor the borrowing of money to 
purchase bonds not yet due, nor do we im- 
agine that any person wants an increase of 
taxation for that purpose. It the Sinking 
Fund was not already from eight to ten 
vears in advance of the requirements of the 
law, there might be some objections to sus- 
pending additions to that fund; but apply- 
ing revenue at this time to that purpose 


is now merely to gratify a sentimental 


notion to pay debts not due, and 
which will not be due for years 
to come, and which the creditors are not 
asking to have paid. The country is labor- 
ing under the long-continued depression of 
business, suspension of labor and produc- 
tion, with taxes för all purposes as high as 
they were when industry was prosperous. 
It is therefore stretching sentimentality 
beyond all reason to add to taxation for the 
mere purpose of purchasing bonds not due. 
There 1s no objection to applying all surplus 
revenue to the Sinking Fund; but when in- 
stead of a surplus revenue there is a defi- 
ciency, which must be met by increased 
taxation, or by a new loan, or by suspending 
the wholly unnecessary purchase of bonds, 
there should be no hesitation. The purchase 
of bonds for the Sinking Fund is, moreover, 
no reduction of the debt, so far as the pres- 
ent generation is concerned. The bonds are 
still held by the Sinking Fund, and the inter- 
est thereon continues to be paid, and, being 
re-invested, grows in a compound ratio. 
Congress should therefore have no hesita- 
tion in passing a law suspending any further 
payments to the Sinking Fund for five or six 
years, except in cases where there is a sur- 
plus of revenue; indeed, payments to that 
fund, except from surplus revénue, might 
be suspended indefinitely so long as the 
Sinking Fund is in excess of the require: 
ments of the-law. 
The tax which it is proposed to levy in 
order to raise the money to anticipate the 


payment of the public debt is the old war 


tax,—the odious, unjust, inquisitorial, and 
necessarily invidious income tax. This tax 
is directed mainly against labor, because 
payable out of the fund applicable to 
the payment of wages. Manufacturers, and 
corporations, and other employers of large 
bodies of workmen will naturally take their 
income taxes from the wages of their opera- 
tives, the opportunity to do so being now so 
available because of the multitudes of unem- 
ployed persons. Such à tax is directed 
against the treasury of the corporation, and 
the amount is readily charged ‘back against 
the wages of labor. This is no time to in- 
crease taxes for any purpose, and coertsinly 
no time to levy new taxes from a distressed 
and tax-plundered people to pay debts not 
due and not payable for years to come. 


SOCIALISM IN GERMANY. 

A late Berlin letter to the London Times 
gives an interesting account of the growth 
of Socialism in Germany. The importance 
of this movement is scarcely realized with 
us, who neither know the causes nor the 
objects of Socialism ;, but it can be plainly 
set forth in figures. The birth of German 
Socialism may be put not earlier than 1860, 
when the famous LAsALL began to propa- 
gate its doctrines in Berlin, and succeeded in 
transplanting it from France. It spread slowly 
at first; afterwards gathering strength from 
the favor of politicians who wished to bring 
the working classes into opposition with the 
middle classes, then exceedingly troublesome 


in Parliament, the Socialists formed them- 


selves in a political party. In 1871 they 
cast 200,000 votes and returned two members 
to Parliament; in 1874 they had 340,000 
votes and nine members; in 1877 they 
registered 497,000 votes, deputing twelve 
members to the National Legislature. Since 
the whole number of enfranchised electors 
in the German Empire is 8,943,000, and the 
total number of votes cast only 5,577,700, 
or about 60 per cent, it follows that nearly 
one-tenth of the votes given were Socialistic. 
This,“ says the Tunes correspondent, “is 
an extraordinary result for a movement not 
twenty years old, and in a House having 
only 398 seats.” 

The full significance of this movement 
can only be explained, it is evident, by the 
character of Socialism, so far as it has been 
developed. Partition of property is the 
fundamental idea of the organization. Al- 
lied with this is an open enmity toward re- 
ligion, which always has been the conservator 
of property rights. At a recent meeting of 
1,200 women in Berlin to discuss the princi- 
ples of religion and property, one of the 
speakers said the only appropriate conduct 
for ladies and gentlemen was to leave the 
Church and unite with Free-Thinkers. An- 
other speaker—a lady—said she left the 
Church and became a Free-Thinker simply 
because she discovered that ber religion 
never gave her anything to eat.

PRESIDENTIAL ELECTIONS. 
PROPOSED CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT. 
Wasurnoron, D. C., April 5.—The report of 
the Sub-Committee of the House Committee 
charged with the consideration of the method 
of electing the President and Vice-President 
was submitted to the full Committee last night 
aud agreed to by one majority. The most im- 
portant feature in the proposed amendment to 
the Constitution of the United States is that 
the Electoral votes and fraction thereof of 
each person vo'ed for as President in any State 
shall be ascertained by multiplying his entire 
popular vote there by the whole number of 
Electoral votes of the State, and dividing 
thé product by the aggregate popular vote of 
the State for all persons voted for as Presi- 
dent. and the quotient shall be the num- 
ber of Electoral votes and the fraction 
thereof to which such person shall be entitled, 
using for such fraction three decimals, and no 
more. The amendment is designed to preserve 
the relative power of smaller States. The Com- 
mittee say on this subject, the smal! States are 
now overslaughed by the present Electoral sys- 
tem. It has happened already that the vote of 
New. York cast solid by a general ticket has de- 
cided the election by a few thousand majority, 
and has not only settled the question for 
1,000,000 yoters of the State of New York, but 
against a majority the other way of 8,000,000, 
who are voters of the United States. The prac- 
tical effect of the Electoral system has been to 
increase the relative importance and power of 
the large States, and the practice of voting by a 
ticket was introduced by the

PUBLIC ENGRAVING. 

The House Committee ou Banking and Cur- 
rency has decided, by a vote of 7 against 3, to 
report adversely on Representative Potter's 
bill providing for the distribution among the 
bank-note companies the work now done by the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing, it being the 
opinion of the majerity that such work should 
be done by the Bureau exclusively.

CONDITION OF THE FOREIGN TRADE. 

The return in the last three months to the con- 
dition of our foreign trade which followed the panic 
_ Of 1873—a great increase in exports and a decrease 
im imports—is thought by the New York Daily 
Bulletin to show that the depression in business 

has been partially renewed, The imports of mer- 
chandise for February, 1878, were 632, 700. 000, 
against $35, 300, 000 for the same month of 1877, 
while the exports of produce aud merchandise were 
$66, 000, 000, against $51,800,000. For the eight 
months, including February, the exports of mer- 
chandise and specie show an excess over the ex- 
ports of $171, 500, 000; for the same period of 1877, 
the excess of exports was only $152,600,000. At 
this rate the present fiscal year will show e larger 
surplus of exports than any preceding year since 
the panic. ‘Thespecie retarnsshow that the country 
is now accumalating gold very rapidly. In the get 
eight months the net export of specie has been 
only 82, 570. 000, instead of the average net export 
of $35, 000, 000. 
GOLD IN THE TREASURY, 

The amount of coin shown by the last Treasury 
‘statement to be on hand in the United States Treas- 
ury was $138,000,000. This is an increase of 
$7,000,000 over the total for February. Atthe 
same time the coin available for resumption has 
decreased about $2, 000, 000 below the amount held 
March 1. Deducting the coin certificates, coin 
held to redeem called bonds, and interest due and 
unpaid, reduces the coin balance to $68, 525, 732. 
This coin balance is not entirely gold. There ise 
$5,558,518 of it in eubsidiary silver. The actual 
amount of gold is, therefore, $62, 967, 214.

The Mother Wins. 

The people living on Paulina street, near Lake, 
were surprised yesterday afternoon by a sight 
which is unusual on that quiet thoroughfare. They 
saw &@ man rushing slong the street carrying in his 
arms, head dOWnward, a little child about 2 years 
old, anda woman and another man in hot pursuit. 
The chase lasted but afew moments. Pursuer and 
pursued came together; the woman grasped the 
child; revolvers were drawn by both the men, and 
there was every indication of a lively contest. But 
the combatants were disarmed; the lady and the 
man who accompanied her got into a hack with 
the child and drove off, while the man from whom 
the child had been wrested jumped up behind the 


carriage, and was also whirled away by the same

The explanation of these occurrences, which thus 
agitated this peaceful neighborhood, is very brief. 
r. Frank L. Rockwell bas for some years been an 
artist in this city.

It is alleged that for 
some time back the relations between Mr. Kock- 
weil and his wife have not been of a pleasant 
character. The causes which led to this estrange- 
ment it u unneressary to state. It is enough to say 
that it ie claimed that the wife is not at fauit. For 
some time prior to Mr. Mitchell's death, it is al- 
leved, Rockwell bad done little or nothing for the 
support of the household, and that whatever money 
went to meet current expenses was contributed 
by Mr. Ballard. After the death of Mr. Mitcneil, 
the alienation between Rockwell and his wife grew 
greater, and she finaily decided, for reasons which 
seemed satisfactory to her and to her relatives, to 
leave him, he having, it is alleged, done nothing 
tor her maintenance. Soa few days ago she took 
her child, a bo of 2% years old, and left the 
house. Mr. Ballard had hired rooms for her in the 
Adame Block, on Wabash avenue. She, however, 
fearing that the husband wonld take active meas- 
ures to recover the child, told ber brother-in-iaw 
that she was going to take the boy to some house 
on Twelfth street, the number of which she would 
not state to him, and she did go there. 

It appears, however, that 4ae husband nad put a 
detective upon her track, o had ascertained her 
whereabouts. About 3 o'clock in the morning, 
three days ago, a brother of Rockwell's, it is said, 
went to the bouse where she was staying, aroused 
her from sleep, and told her that her husband was 
in hot pursuit with ofiicers to take away the child; 
that he had discovered her place of refuge; and 
that the only thing for ber to do was to get up im- 
mediately, to take the child and go with him to a 
hotel, 2 she would be in safety. Sbe took his 
advice and left the house. She had gone but a lit- 
tle distance when her husband and a couple of men 
came up to her and took the child away, and car- 
ried him over to the house on the corner of Paulina 
and Walnut streets. 

Efforts made to induce Rockwell to give up the 
child voluntarily proved unavailing, and yesterday 
Mrs. Rockwell determined to get him back any 
way. At the same time she wished to get her 
clothes, which he had refused to send her, and 
which she needed, since she had to wear but tae 
calico dreas which she hed on when she left the 
house. So she got outa replevin writ, which was 
handed over to Constable A. K. Hall. That was 
suthcrent for the clothes. As for the boy, she

FOUL SMELLS. 


Down on the South Fork. 

Taking a map of Chicago, it is easy to trace the 
South Fork of the South Branch of the Chicago 
River, from the point of its inception in the 
marshy and dreary region just north of the Stock- 
Yards to ite sadder and drearier termination in 
the sluggish stream named after this city. Like 
Ginx'’s Baby, it is born in misery, its career is 
surrounded only by the most repulsive aspects of 
nature, aud it perishes at ‘ast in an obscurity that 
is Lethean. Throughout the mile or more of its 
course there is absolutely nothing to gladden its 
wretchedness or to hide its beggarly rags of mud - 
dy bank and oozing filth. It runs through the 
most poverty-stricken and unknown and unknow- 
able outekirts of that most mysterious of. Chicago 
suburbs, Bndgeport, and just whither it flows, and 
what strange freake and dark fancies of turnings 
and windings it takes, what haitings and erratic 
side-issues, there are few people whoknow. That 
part of the city—for the South Fork is almost 
entirely within the city timits—ie not so 
much built up and settled as it is squatted upon. 
Civilization has not pushed its way across the waste 
and desolate marsh and prairie. rom State street 
westward its march has extended only half-a-dozen 
blocks; on the north is the busy working commu- 
nity clustered about the Union Rolling-Mills; on 
the south the still busier citylet subsisting upon 
the Stock- Yards; between there is a gap, a vacuum, 
to which not even the sickly pretensions of Hal- 
sted street, skirting ite eastern boundaries, can 
give an air of habitation. 

From the very fact of its being in such a remote 
and: out-of-the-way district, the South Fork has 
been left by the city authorities to pursue its own 
devices, and, of course, it has gone tothe bad. A 
dirtier, ugher, more wretched-looking body of 
water it would be hardto find. During the winter 
months it remains inoffensive, but with 
the breaking up in the spring it begins 
to assert iteelf by exhaling divers smells 
of various degrees of unpleasantness. Latter- 
ly complaints have been made by people 
hving as far east as Halsted street on account of 
the pungency of the odors emitted, and it was with 
a view of personally investigating the correctness 
of these reports that a Tumuxx reporter yesterday 
visited the neighborhood. North of the Stock- 
Yards the only east and west thoroughfare 
for a long distance is Thirty-ninth street, 
sometimes called by the more aristocratic 
title of Egan avenue. Egan avenue, how- 
ever, despite its high-sounding name, is not 
much of a street west of State. There are 
patches of sidewaik here and there, looking as if 
they might have spru up spontancously 
like any other species of praine vegetation. 
Occasional! one comes upon a board 
shanty and a little inclosure whereon the 
stalwart Irish husbandman tills the soil at inter- 
vais when not employed in the more remunerative 
and pieasurable occupation of hog-packing. Many 
touching domestic pictures were revealed to the 
reporter as be walked musingly along the avenue. 
It was goticeable that wherever there was a laborer 
digging in bis little garden there was always a 
small baby in long clothes standing beside him like 
a statuette, and a housewife displaying an alarm- 
ing broadside of calico through the open door as 
she merrily plied the washboard. 

Not the least interesting feature of Egan avenue 
ig that it rges its proud consciousness, after a 
time, ina diich of water, and if the pedestrian 
were determined to follow out the avenue at al! 
hazards he would be compelled to swim. This 
ditch is known to the inhabitants of Halsted street, 
where it begins, as the canal. It was originally 
intended to extend it around to a point convenient 
for shipping from the Stock- Yards, but the scheme 
does not seem to have been carried out. It is now 
a receptacie for a quantity of stagnant water, 
which, as the reporter viewed it yesterday, pre- 
sented the most vivid colors. It appealed not only 
to the optical but to the nasal sense, and to a most 
lively degree. Evidently, if the canal had been 
intended by its projectors as a sanitary reform, 
that intention bad signaily and lamentably failed. 
There was a scent in the air which even the greasi- | 
est packing-house in Bridgeport might have en- 
vi Passing along tothe junction of the canal 
and the South Fork in the vicinity of Ullmann 
street. decided symptoms of rebellion began to ap- 
pear on the part of the olfactory nerves.

A BONANZA. 


How to Help the City. 
It is probably well known to the members of the 
City Council, new and old, that Chicago is greatly 
in need of money, and it will probably be a cause 
of intense delight to them to know that it is in 
their power to contribute hot merely from their 
brains but from their purses to the support of the 
municipality which they govern. In fact. it is ab- 
solutely necessary, if they wish to remain or to be- 
come Aldermen, that they should ante up, that they 
should begin going over to the County Treasurer's 
office, coming back with less money, but with a 
proud consciousness of duty done. The city char- 
ter provides that no person shall be eligibie to the 


office of Alderman who is in arrears in the pay- 
ment of any tax or other liability due the city. In 
view of the fact that certainly many, and probabiy 
nearly all, of the Aldermen are in arrears for 
the payment of taxes due the city. and e 
therefore ineligible, it becomes advisable§ that 
sa! should study the matter up, and take prompt 
action to clear their cloudy titles, It is not claim 
ed, of course, that this kind of ineligibility isa 
permanent one, Even if ineligible at the time of 
election by reason of thus being in arrears, an AI- 
derman can remove that ineligibility by paying 
the money. It differs from a case like that of 
Hildreth, who was convicted of a crime, and whose 
ineligibility is apparently perpetual. 

During the years 1873 and 1874, as has been 
often said before, the city levied taxes, and tried 
to collect them, on assessments of its own. The 
Supreme Court decided that the city could not col- 
lect the taxes in any such way. Therefore, under 
an ect passed last spring, the tax levies of those 
two years were extended on the valuations made 
for those years by the Town Assessors, Owing to 
variations in assessments which have previously 
been explained, personal property was called on 
to pay more under these towm assessments than 
undef the city ones, and real-estate less. Thus it 
came to pass that — a person, who fancied he 

his persona! taxes fur 1873 or 1874, found that 

e hadn't paid enouga, and received a note from 
the Collector asking him to come and pay the bal- 
ance. The city did not wish to collect | Neves bal- 
ances, believing that it had already received from 
these individuals all that it was entitled to; 
but the balance remains upon the books. It is a 
tax due the city, whether the city wants it or not, 
for the city cannot, by any action of ite Council. 
release the individual from that tax. These per- 
sonal property tax-books for 1873 and 1874 have 
been turned over to the County Treasurer. Those 
who have not paid these balances are delinquents, 
as appeare from those books, and are, as appears 
from the law, ineligible for Aldermen until they 
pay up. But this, owingto the city’s financial 
condition, they will gladly do. It was impossible, 
Owing to the fact that the books are now in use, to 
get at the West Side ones, and the South Side ones 
were almost inacceasible. The following little 
table, however, will give an idea of what some of 
the Aldermen just elected or already in office owe 
the city. In some cases, asin that of Sanders, it

THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE. 


Its Labors Ended in Chicago. 

At last the labors of the Treasury Special Com- 
mittee on Custom-House Frauds are at an end in 
this city. Appraiser-General Meredith started for 
St. Louis yesterday morning, and Special-Agenta 
Hinds and Bingham were intending to follow last 
evening. in order to commence the investigation in 
the Missouri town this afternoon. They have been 
long expected there, but the labors of the Com- 
missioners in this city have been by no means 
mconsiderable, and a great number of wit- 
nesses have been examined. The surmise of 
Tus Tripune, a few days ago, that the importers 
were being interviewed by the Committee in their 
own places of business, was correct. Many of 
them were intimidated by seeing their names ap- 
pear in print to such an extent that they were loath 
to give the information most desired, on account 
oftheir fears that their business relations with 
Eastern houses would be ruptured or become un- 
pleasant. In other words, they preferred to suffer 
wrong rather than openly protest against it and 
maintain their rights, looking at the matter from a 
financial point, and fearing that the Gothamites 
had the advantage, or were too strong fur them. 

The Commiesion has operated with the utmost 
secrecy, and has studiously avaided giving the re- 
porters any points during the two or three weeks“ 
investigation in Chicago, and the latter have not 
pressed matters toany extent, in order that the 
wheels of justice might not be clogged. The 
Commissioners have expressed themselves as 
being well pleased with their treatment here, and 
they have been assisted in their work as much as 
possible. 

Yesterday Messers. Bingham and Hinds, with the 
local members of the Committee, visited several 
gentlemen interested in importations, whose 
names are withheld at their request, and added 
some supplementary points to the evidence already 
adduced, Itis not fikely that the Commission 
will forward tne report of affairs in Chicago at once, 
but will wait until the return of the Treasury 
Agents to Washington; for, as Mr. Hinds naively 
remarked to the reporter yesterday, No judg- 
ment can very well be formed until both sides of 
the story have been beard ;" which doubtiess means 
that the officials of customs in New York will be 
allowed to rise and explain for themselves before 
any definite action will be taken. It is currently 
believed, from the aspect of. things, that the de- 
velopments here will prove damaging to certain 
parties in the East, unless they can satisfactorily 
explain their conduct. which may not be an easy 
task for them to accomplish.

A meeting of the Joint Committee on Public 
Buildings and Publie Service of the County Board 
was held yesterday afternoon. 

The resolution of Mr. Burling, looking to doing 


away with continuing to pay Mr. Sexton $3 per 


thousand for the brick work on the Court- House, 
was taken up. 

Architect Egan said it was quite practicable to do 
away with the extra allowance, and that he 
could complete the work under the specifications, 
and make of it a good, substantial job. 

Mr. Burling said there was no necessity for con- 
tinuing the extra allowance, and stated that 
what the county was now paying extra for had 
been abandoned on the Custom - House, because the

PARE-COMMISSIONER LIPE ANSWERS. 

In the West Park Commissioner quo warrant 
proceedings Clark Lipe yesterday filed his answer 
in the Criminal Court. he answer Claims that the 
petition of John Tyrrell, the relator, was not suf- 
ficient, inasmuch as it was unceriain in stating the 
appointment of respondent's successor; and fur- 
ther, that it suppressed some material facts, and, 
therefore, the leave to file an information should 
be denied. The answer then goes on to state 
that: (1) The bond filed when first appointed 
Commissioner was obligatory on himself (Lipe), 
and his bondsmen under his second appoint- 
ment; (2) thatif it were otherwise the limitation 
of sixty days in which to file bond, etc., would 
apply, according to the terms of the statutes, to 
sixty days after the date of the passege of the act, 
Feb. 27, 1869, and if there was a limitation it 
would be void, as the law was directory and not 
imperative; (3) that the respondent is not ac- 
quainted with the relator, and was not requested 
to file additional bond or take another vath of 
office, etc.; (4) that as soon as the respondent 
had been served he flled a new bond and took a 
new oath; (5) that since respondent’s term of 
office he has been honest and done what he could 
in the public interest. The answer concludes with 
reviewing the history of the Park Board and pray- 
ing that the petition of the relator may be denied.

The vast Empire of China contains an area of 


1 upw ard of 1,800,000 square miles. It has a sea- 


‘board 2,500 miles in length, and the bays and 
‘estuaries indenting its coast are set with innu- 
: merable islands. The Empire is divided into 
> eigtiteen provinces, and the provinces are subdi- 
yided ipto departments, counties, and poos. 
The poo embraces within its confines several 
towns and villages; the county includes a nutn- 
ber of poos; and the department, a number of 
counties. The capital of each poo is a market- 


town, and the capitals of each county and de- 


ment are walled cities. Of these walied 


cities in the eighteen provinces of China, there 


are more than 4,000,—Pekin being the chief of 
them all, and the seat of the Central Govern- 
ment. The cities ranking next to Pekin in im- 
portance—and superior to it in many respéts— 
are Narkiti, Soo-chow, Hang-chow, and Canton. 

The walls surrounding the capital cities are 
from fifty to sixty fect high, and frequently 
have a width allowing two carriages to travel 
abreast. They are castellated, and provided 
with watcbtowers and barracks for the accom- 
modation of troops, and with various enginery 
of warfare. Large folding gates of great 
strength, further secured by massive inner 
gates, open on the four sides of the walls. The 
gate in the south wall Is regarded with especial 
honor, and is the entrance used by all officials, 
while everything held to be unclean is probibit- 
ed from passing it. The south gate in the wall 
of Pekin is seldom opened, except for the pass- 
age of the Emperor. 

The shops ranging along the streets of the 


cities are built of brick, and are usually entire- 


ly open in front. Gayly-painted sign-boards and 
lanterns of myriad forms, suspended from the 
roof and sides, give these business-places an 
extremely cheerful appearance. The shops are 
geverally coulined to ce quarters of the 
town, and those belongi@® to each branch of 
trade are assembled together. They are never 
used as dences by their owners, whose homes 
are situated in more retired locations. The 
streets occupied by the dwellings of the better 
classes are well built;—the majority of the 
houses being of one story. and large and spa- 
cious. The walls facing tue highway are with- 
out windows, and are penetrated by broad fold- 
ing-doors. No fire-places are found in a Chinese 
dweiling ; and, in coo! weather, com/ort is secured 
by additional clothing: or by the heat of char- 
coal burning iu portable vessels. Monumental 
arches, bunt, of brick, marble, sandstone, or 
granite, i commemoration of the deeds of emi- 
nent men and women, adorn the streets and 
squares of the principal citics. | 
The measures adopted for protection against 
fre are quite effective, —wells being sunk in the 
ts, and tubs or cisterns full of water kept 
standing in various parts of the city. There are 
fire brigades, provided with engines, water- 
buckets, and lanterns, in the principal towus, 
and, when called ſuto service, the firemen act 
with skiil, promptness, and courage. Careless- 
ness in the use of fire is severely punished, and 
whoever causes a conflagration, with or without

These particulars concerning an interesting and 
exclusive people are taken from the introduc- 
tory chapter of a voluminous history of the 
character and manners of the Chinese, writ- 
ten by one who has dwelt for many years 
among them.

No girlis allowed to marry before the age of 
14, while to remain unmarried until she is 23 is 
regarded as little less than a crime. So im- 
portant is this relation regarded in its influence 
upon the eternal welfare of the soul, that those 
who have died in their childnood and tnfancv 
are in due time married to others who have died 
at the same age,—the ceremony being perform- 
ed by the. parents and friends with equal 60 

lem nity as in the case of the living. 

A man may divorce his wife upon slight pre- 
texts, and the unfortunate woman, if she have 
no near relative to provide for her, may be sold 
by ber husband into slavery, or to a life of in- 
tamy. Dr. Gray relates that,. in August, 1861, 
A female of prepossessing appearance, and 
evidently in great distress, was being forced by 
a procuress and her atténdants along the brin- 
cipal streets of Canton. 1 learned, he says, 
“that, in consequence of a minor tault on her 
part, she had been divorced apd sold.“ Parents 
may sell their children, and in some cases sons 
are taken by creditors in payment of a debt. 
Children sometimes voluntarily sell themselves 
to relieve their parents from embarrassment. 
The ety of the Chinese over their 

imited, and they may even beat 
their sops and daughters to death witbout 
notice being taken of it. Men and women of 
mature age, and married, are liable to corporal 
punishment from an anery father or mother. 
“J remember eseceing,”’ writes Dr. Gray, in 
Hangchow,amother of 60 beating her son, a 
man who had reached the age of 30. The young 
man, I learned, was a drunkard, and, in order 
to gratify his love of drink, was in the habit of 
pilfering the earnings of bis mother, who owned 
a large silk-weaving factory. On the occasion 
in question, be was returning from a carousal, 
— when the old lady saw him, she uttered a 
shriek, and rushed upon bim with the fury of a 
tiger. Seizing him by the queue with oné hand 
she belabored nim most unmercifully with the 
other. A crowd instantly taronged the eu- 
trance-door of the house, but no one interfered. 
The erring son received his castigation with 
meek submission.“ : 

The female servants in a Chinese household 
are generally slaves, and, in some instances, the 
male servauts are the same. Wealthy families 
have as many as twenty or thirty slaves in at- 
tendance, while those in humble life own a 
servant or two, The average price of a slave is 
irom 650 to $100; vet, in times of distress, poor 
parents sell their children for very low prices. 
Persons in bondage have vo civil rights, and are 
within the sole control of their owners. A 
master may sell his female slaves to become the 
cgrcubines of other men, or to the proprietors 
O brothels. Iudeed, he may do with them what 
he will, and he is not called to account should 
their death result from puniehment inflicted by 
him. 

No people are more prone to suicide than the 
Chihese, and the methods which they choose in 
rikiing themselves of the burden of life are 
principally by taking opium, banging, or drown- 
ing. itis notable that they seldom commit 
suicide by cutting the throat, as mutilation of 


the body is believed to impair the future hap- } 


piness of the soul. Gambiing is a universal 
amusement, and is followed by men and women 
of all classes and ages. Although forbidden 
by law, it is tolerated by the officials in consid- 
eration of a bribe, and is pursued in public and 
at home, and with every imaginable device 


whereby money may be won and lost by the 


hazards of chance. 

Beuevoleut institutions exist in the Empire, 
but are sustained less from a feeling of charity 
than for the credit that donors may receive for 
their good deeds. According to Dr. Gray's 
representation, the Chinese have little sympathy 
with afflicflon or suffering of any kind, beliey- 
ing that it is admifistered by the gods as a 
chastisement for sins committed either in 
this present state or in a previous exist- 
ence. in Canton and other cities, there are 
asylums for the aged and infirm of both sexes, 
for the blind, for foundlings, and for lepers; 
but the provision for the sapport of these in- 
stitutions is very inadequate, and the inmates 
are poorly cared tor. There are no lunatic 
as) lums, and the harmless insane are allowed to 
go at large, while the violent are exposed to 
most cruel treatment. Lunacy is apparently 
not common among the people, aud idiocy is 
very rare. Various curious forms of charity are 
visible in the ties, —as, in summer, vases of 
cold tea tre sometimes set at the doors of the 
rich, that the poor wayfarer may drink and be 
refreshed; and, in winter, the teais replaced by 
hot ginger-soup. In the warm months, fans are 
distributed by 
casionaliy medicine is gratuitously dispensed, 
and soup-kitchens and clothing clubs are sup- 
ported on a sniall scale. 

Iv city and country, hotels, restaurants, tea- 
saloon, and soup-stalls abound. On entering a 
restaurant, a bill-of-fare is placed in the hands 
of the guest; and, among the dishes it enumer- 
ates, birds’-nest soup and sharks’ fins are very 
likely to have a place. At a dinner-party, a 
hundred dishes are sometimes served,—tbe first 
course consisting of fruits, and the next of 
savory soups and stews. Pipes and tobacco are 
proflered at the conciusion of each course. The 
wines are numerous,—the strongest being a de- 
coction of rice called suee-chow. Others are 
manulactured trom viums, apples, pears, litchis, 
and roses. At tle soup stalls scattered through 
the priucipal streets and squares of the towas, 
soup and patties can be procured for a small 
sum, and are eaten on benches provided for the 
purpose. Each trade hasa guild in every city, 
and their halls are among the most beautiful 
buildings to be seen. These guild-Lalls may be 
regarded as clubs or hotels, and traveling 
tradesmeu from all parts of the Empire go to 
their respective guilds for food and lodging. At 
the tea-saluons, waich are found along country 
bighways as well as the city streets, cakes, pre- 
served lruits, and cups of tea are furnished the 
Visitor. 

At certain. restaurants in the cities, called 
Kow-Yuk-Poo, the flesh of dogs and cats is 
served. The carcasses of dogs are suspended 
in the windows of these places, and piacards 
announce that a dish of black cat or dog will be 
prepared at a moment’s notice. Bilis-of-fare 
are aflixed to the walls, and of one of these Dr. 
Gray presents the translation: : 
Cats’ flesh, one basin 
Black cats’ flesh, one small basin cents 
„ 3 cents 
Wine, one small bottle .. ..... ......... 1% cents 
Congee, one baden 32 cash 
Keichap, ome bases 3 Cash 
Black dogs’ grease one tael, 4 cents

All guests at this restaurant are requested to be 
punctual in their payments. 

The flesh of black cats and dogs is supposed 
to be more nourishing than that ol specimens of 
other colors. At a ceremony called A-chee, oc- 
curring at the beginning of summer, dogs’ 
flesh is eaten by the entire people, with the be- 
lief that it imparts strength and is a protectior 
from disease. Rats are included in the Chinese 
dietary, yet they are by no means upiversally 
eaten. Their flesh is salted and dried to tit it 
for consumption, Shrimps form an extensive 
article of food, and by many epicures are eaten 
alive. They are brought to table immersed in 
wine, vinegar, and sesamum oil, and, becoming 
intoxieated by the mixture, exhibit the most 
extraordinary antics. In this lively condition 
they are regarded asa choice morsel by the 
gourmand.

The roadways intersecting Chiua are poorly. 


constructed, and in most eases, in the southern 
provinees, are too narrow to admit of two riding 
or walking abreast. In the northern part of 
the Empire they are broader. As intercom- 
munication by means of rivers and cauals is 
feasible throughout the country, work upon 
hichways has been neglected. Mile-stones and 
guide-posts direct tiie traveler on all the roads, 
even those leadiug off the main routes. Manv 
of the bridges spanning the water-courses are 
beautiful and substantial structures, evincing 
much skill in this department of arcnitecture. 

The Mongolians are fond of agriculture, and 
are diligent and patient in its pursuit; yet vast 
tracts of land still remain uncultivated. The 
implements with which they till the soil and 
garner their crops are of such primitive form as 
to interfere with economy in labor and 
with the most profitable methods of 
agriculture. The live-stock raised on 
Chinese farms com prise the  buffa- 
lo, the yak or grunting ox, the humped cow, the 
ass, and the camel, which, are used chiefly as 


‘peasts of burden; the sheep, goat, pig; rarely 


poultry—ducks, geese, pigeons, 
and fowls—ig, great numbers. The eggs of 
ducks and fowis are quite commonly batched by 
artificial means in houses built for the purpose. 
In Chinese gardens, which are carefully cultt- 
vated, vegetables are produced in great varicty 
and quantity, and fruits, including species little 
known in addition to the ordinary sorts, are 
brought to a state of high pertection.

lected than the accompaniment to an air eauld 
be neglected by a singer. Hence it was that he 
Was always the same; not always in the same 
health, not always in the same vigor; but always 
master of the part, and expressing it through 
the same symbols. The voice on some nights 
would be more irresistibly touching in ‘But O 
the wed of it, Iago!’—more musically forlorn in 
‘Othelio’s occupation gone,’—or more terrible 
in Blood, Iago; blood, blood!’ but always the 
accent and rhythm were unchanged; as a Tam- 
berlik may deliver the C from the chest with 
more sonority one night than another, but al- 
ways delivers it from the chest, and never from 
the head.“ 


SPARKS OF SCIENCE. 


SNAK E-POISON. 

A synopsis of a recent iecture delivered be- 
fore the London Society of Arts by Sir Joseph 
Fayrer, on the subject 6f Snake-Poison, appears 
in Nature. The lecturer estimates the annual 
loss of life in India by wild animals and venom- 
ous snakes at 20,000 human beings and 50,000 
cattle. Thé greater number of the cattle are 
destroyed by wild beasts, but the loss of buman 
life is chiefly to be ascribed to the bite of snakes. 
In 1875, no less than 17,000 persons and 3,000 
cattle were killed by poisonous serpents; and 
these figures are supposed to understate the 
actual deaths from this cause alone, 

Perseyering efforts have been made to fing an 


antidote for the virus of snakgs, but thus far, 


with little success. Ammonia proves to be use- 
less; indeed, it appears to hasten the fata] ef- 
fects of the poison. Mr. Pedler, who has en- 
deavored to ascertain the nature of snake- 
poison, preliminary to the discovery of an anti- 
dote, finds that its composition is much like that 
of albumen. In a dried state it resembies gum- 
Arabic, and contains 60 per cent of albumen and 
40 | wd cent of snake-poison. The efforts of Mr. 
Pedler to resolve the poison into a definite crys- 
talline substance were unsuccessful, His experi- 
ments showed that the activity of cobra-virus is 
diminished by digestion with either ethyliciodide, 
hydrochloric acid, or platinum chioride. The 
last- named substance seemed to neutralize the 
poison taken bv itself; but, after the virus was 
once introduced into the system, though its ef- 
fects might be stayed they could not be over- 
come. Platinum chloride may, therefore, be 
regarded as a useful local application, but not 
as an antidote. Every means, said the lecturer, 
hitberto tried to counteract the effects of cobra- 
poison, has proved ineffectual. By artificial 
respiration life has been prolonged, but in no 
case preserved. An interesting experiment 
with this process was performed, at the sug- 
gestion of Sir J. Fayrer, by a Commission ap- 
pointed by the Indjan Government: 

A dog was bitten one afternoon by a water- 
snake, and apparently died about 3 o'clock. Arti- 
ficial respiration was at once commenced, and the 
heart continued to beat; but the animai seemed to 
be perfectly dead, and the limbs no longer re- 
sponded to. electrical stimuli. Early next morn- 
ing. however, an alteration took place. The 
limbs again answered to electricity, voluntary 
movements occurred, and the eyelids closed, not 
only when the eve was touched with the finger, 
but. when the hand was simply brought near it. 
This showed that the animal could see the ap- 
proach and closed its eyes in ordermto 
protect them from the expectedtouch. The dog 
seemed to be in a fair way to recovery, but about 
noon it began to get worse, and tinally died at 
Z o'clock on the second day,—twenty-four bours 
after ite first apparent death. 


Although little is to be expected from the 


various means attempted to save life after 
snake-poison has once entered the circulation, 
much may be done, says Sir J. Fayrer, by an 
active Administration in. India, to diminish the 
enormous loss of life by these wenomous rep- 
tiles. The destruction of serpents, and cautivn 
against their bite, must be relied upon chiefly 
for protection from their terribie ravages.

FLORA ROUND ABOUT CHICAGO. 

Tue WALINSU T Fami_y.—The Juglandacea isa 
small tribe, embracing about thirty species, the 
greater part of which belong to North Amer- 
ica. They are all trees with a watery or resin- 
ous juice, and alternate, pinnated leaves. The 
male flowers are in catkins, and the fertile flow- 
ers in terminal clusters. Occasionally both are 
mingied in one panicle. The, fruit is a drupe 
with one stone, the kernel of which is often 
edible and agreeably flavored. 

A few of the Walnut family are natives of 
the East Indies. The tree commonly called the 


English walnut (Juglans regia) has been brought 
from Persia and Cashmere. One species is at 
home in the Caucasus, and another in the West 
ane Islands. | 
wo species occur in the region around Chica- 
go. The Butternut (Juglans cinerg) grows 
sparingly in the woods north of Riverside, and 
tne Black Walnut (J. nigra) is a common forest- 
tree north and west of the city. The former 
‘attains a hight of from thirty to fifty feet, and 
in open situations extends its branches in a 
‘broad and beautiful canopy. The latter is also 
a handsome tree, and an ornament to cultivated 
rounds. The wood of both species is valued 
in carpentry and cabinet-work, and the fruit is 
esteemed for eating. 

The Pecan-nut—ranging from [Illinois to 
Louisiana—and the Hickorieg classed in the 
genus Carya, are members of the Juglandacee, 
and altogether form ten species, inhabiting the 
United States east of the Mississippi. There 
‘are specimens of the Pecan-nut at Terre Haute, 
eighty to ninetgfect high; and the Pignut (C. 

labia) sometimes has an altitude of 100 feet. 

he bark of all the species is acrid and purga- 
tive. The sap of the English Walnut and of 
the Butternut is sweet, and both trees are some- 
times tapped like the Maple, and the sap used 
for the manufacture of sugar. In Cashmere, a 
bland, fixed oil is expressed from the fruit of 
the Walnut, and a pleasant kind of wine is also 
made trom it. The wood of the tree is light, 
though hard and five-grained, and is much em- 
ployed for gunstocks. 

The Engelhardtias spicata, a species peculiar 
to Java, is often 200 feet high, and its. hard, 
heavy wood is creatly prized. 


A HOSTILE OWL. 


A short time ago an account was taken from 


Forest and Stream of a singular assault by an 
owl upon a human pedestrian. A second in- 
stance of the kind is mentioned in the same 


paper. About twenty-tive years ago, a gentile 
man passing through a piece of woods at night 
was surprised by having his hat struck so vio- 
lently from behind that it was thrown off and 
tell to the ground. Restoring it to its place, 
and proceeding on his way, the man was soon 
startled by a repetition of the occurrence. This 
time be heard the whirring of wings, and, after 
settling his hat once more, prepared to defend 
himself with his walking-stick. Very shortly, 
hearing the sound of wings again, he struck out 
violentiy with the cane, and, as his hat dropped 
to the ground fur the third time, a large owi 
came down with it, stunned by the blow re- 
ceived from the cane, «nd was speedily dis- 
patched. It was taken home by the traveler, 
as an evideuce of his very strange encounter. 
} WASP AND SPIDER. 

A correspondent in Nature mentions an en- 
tomological collection of the English Vice- 
Consul at Athens, in which a wasp and a spider 
are preserved in a drawer together, because of 
their peculiar relations. It seems that the spt- 
der is the habitual prey of the wasp, which 
hunts its victims by scent, after the manner of 
a hound. The specimens captured were actu- 
ally taken during a chase in which the

Signor a’ Albertis, the Italian traveler, has 
made another ascent of the Flv River, in New 
Guinea. He was frequently attacked by the 
natives along the route, and was greatly harass- 
ed with dissensions among his crew; yet reach- 
ed Thursday Island, in Torres Straits, in safety, 
Jan. 4last. The details of the expedition have 
not yet been published. 


It is now nearly seventy years since the her- 
ring disappeared from the coast of Sweden, but 
late reports state that great shoals have once 
more appeared as in the olden time. The Gov- 
ernment has appointed Profs. Sais and Smitt to 
investigate the subject of their departure and 
return. The herring seem to have betaken 
themselves to the coast of Norway in 1808, but 
have now again deserted that shore in favor of 
the Swedish coast. 


In the monograph on the Beetles of St. Helena, 
by T. Vernon Wollaston, 230 species are recorded. 
fifty-seven of which have probably been con- 
veyed thither by various means. Seventeen of 
the remaining species are regarded as of doubt- 
ful origin, but the other 129 species are con- 
sidered to be ‘unquestionably endemic. No 
representatives of the Hydradephaga and 
Philhydrida, the aquatic Carnivora and Herbi- 
vora, and of Longicornia, occur in the island. 


Mt. Tongariro, a volcano rising to the height 
of 6,500 feet in the centre of North island, New 
Zealand, has lately been explored for the first 
time. The Maoris he mountain as sa- 
cred, and have hitherfore prevented access to 
it; but Mr. P. F. Conelly, an Englishman, was 
able, by the assistance of friendly Chiefs, to 
overcome all opposition, and not only explore 
the crater, but make sketches and photographs 
of the locality, and determine the position of 
the most important peaks. 


An extensive exploration of Russian Lapland 
is being conducted by Lieut. Sandeberg, of 
Sweden. It was begun in 1876, and will con- 
tinue until 1880. The country is being carefully 
surveyed, and the fauna of land and sea investi- 
gated. Large collections in natural history 
have already been gathered, and these include 


seventy-eight species of birds in the Kolu Pe- 


ninsula, one of which, at least, is new to science. 
An ancient manufactory of stone implements 
has been discovered near Golotizk, on the east 
coast of the White Sea. The collections will be 
divided between the State Museums of Russia, 
Sweden, and Norway.—the three countries unit- 
ing in defraying the expenses of the expedition. 


Mr. T. M. Brewer notes, in Forest and Stream, 
the occurrence in New England of a specimen 
of Pyranga Ludoviciana,—Louisiava tanager. 
During a violent storm of wind and snow, on 
the 20th of January, the bird approached the 
window of a house in Lynn, „ where a 
number of caged birds were kept. A cage with 
food was set out for it, into which it immediate- 
ly entered. It was an aduit female, evidently a 
wild bird, and, although 1 was not 
emaciated. It is supposed by Brewer 
that the bird was eaught in the vortex of the 
storm, which started from the Mexican Pacific 
coast, and was borne by it to the shores of the 
Atlantic. The nabitat of the bird in summer is 
in the regions west of the Great Plains, and in 
winter in Mexico and Central America. 

Mr. Francis Darwin speaks, in a recent lect- 
ure on the “Analogies of Plant and imal 
Life,“ of the curious fact of the twisting seeds 
of certain grasses boring their way into the 
flesh of animals. The seeds are provided with 
arrow-like points, and by means of long and 
strong arms, which twist and untwist by the 
action of an alternate wet and atmosphere, 
are able to penetrate bard and dry soils, and 
also the clothing and skin of men and animals. 
In Australia, they are.often found to work their 
way into the heart, liver, and kidneys of sheep, 
—producing great suffering, and finally death. 
In the northern part of Queensland, it is said 
that sheep-raising has been abandoned merely 
because of the injury worked upon the flocks 
by these curious seeded grasses. . 


GAME-BIRDS OF THE , CHICAGO 

MARKET: WITH AN APPENDIX: 
ON MAMMALS,

It is probable that there are few markets in 
the werld that can boast of so great a variety 
ot game-birds as Chicago. Situated near the 
base of a great triangular forest-area, in which 
birds from the Tropics and Arctic region are 
known to meet,—surrounded on all sides by va- 
rious bodies of fresh water,—it has abundant 
facilities for procuring the choicest game. In 
fact, almost the entire mass of birds taken on 
the Western Great Lakes, the Mississippi and 
Obio Rivers, and the numerous inland marshes, 
lakes, and rivers near it, finds its ways into this 
market. It is a matter of no little interest, 
then, to understand what species, accidentally 
or otherwise, are here represented. Few States 
in the Union have so many species of birds 
as Illinois, and certainly vo inland State 
has so many strictly (hitherto considered) 
maritime species. Considering these facts, 
it is -not difficult to understand the 
occurrence of so many varieties of game-birds 
in the market. The species mentioned in this 

ywever, are not necessarily taken, in all 
paper, Orvis this State. They are shipped to 
the city from the more Western States, and 
from many of the Stntes bordering on or in 


roximity to Illinois. These species are not 
ound at all times in the market, but many of 
them occur at intervals, while still others are 
tound -omy during certain years, and, again, a 
few are known as rare instances, obtained by 
mere chance during their migrations in spring 
or fall.

Siroc says 
she 1s only in the ABC of cultivating them; and 
it ie my desire that she, as well ae many others 
who are now in the Alpha of flower-raising, may 
goon find themselves in the Omega of actual 
knowledge and success. Primula Linensis is the 
proper botanical name; primula. from 

mus, signifyi first, in allusion 
1 the: early , a. of the plant, 
Linensis, or praenitens, meaning Chinese hence our 
common name. Chinese Primrose. There are 
forty-nine species, and many varieties. Herdaceous 
(not woody), and many of them hardy in England. 
except these of the greenhouse varieties. his is 
a favorite flower with florists, and in Engtand an 
animated contest takes piace annually at the pro- 
vincial Horticultural Societies for premium. In 
pur country it ranks high as a winter flowering 
plant, being productive in a most wonderful de- 
gree, as many asa thousand florets being picked 
from one plant. During the spring, fall, 
and winter ig of easy culture, but requires 
careful handling during summer. The soil used 
should be light. as the roots are very fine and 


thread-hke, and require the mechanical condition 


tobe soft and easily penetrated. The Primula 
auricula, as well as most other varieties, is liable to 
have its roots ulcerated or cankered if the pots are 
not well drained. This many do, by having the 
pots one-fourth full of coarse charcoal and dne 
gravel in the soil; though this is unnecessary if 
you have leaf-mold or decayed hops to mix with 
your soil, in the proportion of one-half mold to 
one-half good sandy garden soll. When throfigh 
flowering they must be carefully kept ip 
a cool, shady situation, and always cut 
off decayed leaves as soon as they appear. Some 
writers recommend care lest slugs appear on 
them. I have never been troubled with a sight of 
them, but, should they appear, a dusting of lime 
will kill them. Some repot, and slip wnen through 
flowering, lest they contract disease, while others 
advise fall as the best time, for then they do not 
want so much nursing through the most precarious 
season of the year (summer) for: these plants, as 
they will begin to grow and root afresh sooner. 
Cuttings taken off in March will root 
in weeks, and with care make 
large plants by fall, and my experience has 
been such as to warrant me in recommending that 
they be taken off in tune spring. These are mere 
suggestions, for your adoption or rejection, as you 
see proper. Some propagate by dividing the roots, 
though this method is very slow, and not as satis- 
factory as taking off the side shoots and making 
slips of them. All who wish to commente the 

ropagation of them by seed wil! find it a highly 
faterestin study, and I will give you the best 
method I _ of; or at least my method, which I 
tried for two years. and with the best suc- 
cess. The seed of the Primula N very ex- 
nsive, as you who read floral catalogues well 
now, and chere are but few seeds in a paper, but 
sufficient for any amateur. I have received many 
letters from all parts of our country in regar 4 
the seed, and, as Iordér so many, get them a 


greatly reduced rates, and it you do not get your . 


seed immediately please remember that | cannot 
send an order for each one, but send once a week, 
or perhaps twice, as it would keep me busy send- 
ing orders. In one mail I receive seven letters, in 
the next three, and I wait for a few days and order 
all at once; then the seed are sent me, I examine, 
and mail to you: all this takes time, and you must 
be patient, and not think you will not receive your 
share. Take a wooden box, large enough for all 
your seed, and mark in lines (with a cord) about 
two inches apart, then mark in the opposite direc- 
tion, and where the lines cross place your seed. I 
planted each seed from the point of a penknife. 
and covered slightly. In marking out for this 
miniature garden, take a pencil and make a mark 
onthe edge of your box to correspond with the 
line drawn, and then you will know just where to 
look forthe seed, and if anything makes its an- 
pearance you will know from its situation whether 
it be weed or flower. I also write the name of 
each variety-on the box, and then when ready to 
pot I mark on them; thus! know before the flower 
shows itself just what to expect, and you know 
how many you bave of each variety, and if you 
wish to make a birthday gift of a double white 
primrose to a sick friend you know just which one 
to bestow. Do not have the soil one-fotrth of an 
inch in depth over them, and water witha fine 
sprinkler, for in pouring the water on the seed ure 
Mable to be washed about, uncovered, and thus 

our trouble is for nought; cover with a glass for a 
ime at least, till they begin to sprout; 
then give plenty of air, and place 
the box under a tree: where they 
rotected from the sun, or at least partialiy 
in the shade, for they do not at any time, Jove the 
full light of the sun, and thus they may be well 
grown in north windows, as they dislike heat and 
too much sunshine. When the plants get three or 
four leaves, pot them in small pots, and be cau- 
tious about letting the water surround the roots, 
and do not sprinkle the leaves, as it destruys that 
soft. mealy-like substance found on many of them. 
Tne foliage is nearly as handsome as the rose 
geranium, and has a peculiar, velvet-like softncss 
which many so justly admire, and the fern-leaf 
varieties are the miration of all. It is 
better to raise them without bottom heat, as 
the young plants are apt to damp off. and they are 
so tender that they are a source of trouble to the 
owner. In general appearance the foliage should 
be well grown and healthy, covering a space equal 
to double the width of the head of the bloom. The 
stem should be firm, erect, and sufficiently strong 
to support the trues without aseistance, and to 
carry ft well above the foliage. The foot-stalks of 
the pip should be strong and of such a length as to 
allow the flowers to open without one overlaying 
the other, the whole forming a compact globular 
head of well-expanded flowers. The tube or cen- 
tre must be round, of a yellow color, filled 
with the anthers or thrum. Thé eye or paste 
round the tube should form a perfect circle of 
dense, pure white, clean on its edges, even, and 
free from blemishes. The band of color surround- 
ing the eye should be dark, rich, or bright, jvin- 
ing the margin with a feathery edge, equally dis- 
tributed all round, but never encroaching so much 
on the edge as to pass through tothe rim. Primu- 
la veris, or * has several varieties, varying 
in color from white to a deep yellow; some are 
single, while others are doubic, and in form 
what florists distinguish as hose-in-hose, the 
calyx in these being converted into carol- 
la. Polyanthus is another specie, quite 
extensively cuitivated, but none are 60 
great a favorite as the Chinese primrose, with col- 
ore ranging from licht rose to crimson, some spot- 
ted with tiny spots of white, asif a miniature 
snow-storm had recently visitea their retreat, 
while others are strived with white, and the colors 
so beautifully olended that it is difficult to tell 
where the white ends and the color begins. Most 
of them are so beautifully fringed that we think 
the fairies must have had sharp scissors and a 
large amount of patience to thus evenly notch each 
lovely flower. But well we know none other 
than the God of Nature could have formed 
in such surpassing loveliness these emblems of 
his love, for the starlight dews are ever silently 
instilling their tears of love into the drooping 
flowers. Thanks, Glaxiniae, for the litile biue 
beauties he sent me; they are very pienty here 

lside, and we often see their little bright 
blue colors peeping through the snow. Paris. 
plant your prjmrose seed as soon as you receive 
them. Yes, 1 do sometimes [oy 2 ody ge 
This must be kept damp, and is g to use when 
the seed are very fine, as you can water them by 
keeping the paper “e+ take off as soon as they 
commence to sprout. do not wish to intimiaate 
any one in regard to raising primrose from seed. I 
have only pointed out the pitfalis, that you 
may escape them, and am eure vou 
can succeed ;and next winter, when geraniums, 
roses, heliotrope, etc., prove obstinate, you wil! 
turn to your primroses with thankful hearts, as 
you watch them daily expand, and note the differ- 
ence in the color of the aged ones and those that 
are just entering on the arena of life: delicate and 
pale at first, thev seem to gather deeper, richer 
color as the light of heaven descends, and, just as 
they reaca a state of perfection, death claims 
them, and we find them lowon the. earth from 
which they sprung. We would cling to the old 
ones as we would to old friends, but when the 
new ones come we turn tu them as to new friends, 
and soon we behold the bow of promise which 
binds us together in love, and hope that the day 
of separation is far distant.

You might as well attempt to propel a train of cars 
without an engine or sail a ehip without canvas or 
steam, as to successfuliy advance the interests and 
comforts of home without an intelligent hand upon 
the helm of affairs. I have read with interest aii 
that has been said in these columns in regard to 
the servant-girl question. Of course there have 
bren intemperate letters on both sides. Those 
have spoken who think the modern servant a grade 
lower than the beasts who perish, and others who 
would exalt her to he table and the 
familiar companionship of her employers. 
A little wisdom has now and then leavened woole 
measures of folly. bat out of the diecussion has 
any good developed? Are we any nearer solution 
of the vexed problem than we were before certain 
oracies spoke? I tell you, sister housekeepers, 
the time has long been approaching for concerted 
action in the matter of service. It is impossible 
for the state of things now existing to continue 
much jonger and well-ordered households survive. 
The upcoming generation of help are a poisoned 
stock. The notion of equality, of independ- 
ence, and the freedom of a ‘‘fray coun- 
thry,” has sapvea the very foundation of 
that respect and allegiance the Good Book enjoins 
upon servants for those who rule over them, 
Faithful service is founded upon respect, and 
among the ignorant and often depraved girls who 
at present fill the intelligence offices and take pos- 
session of our kitchens, is there a surplus stock of 
reverence left fogeither God or man’ When that 
hour strikes wherein a gentiewoman shall be cursed 
and tureatened by the lady who does her cooking 
or laundrying, has not the time come for weeding 
out the stock? A refined woman told me 
not long since that, aithough her cook 
was everything the most fastidious 
could desire, ae far as the manufacture’of choice 
dishes went, yet such were her habits, and so foul 
her language when opposed in any way, that her 
own courage failed when ooliged to encounter her. 
Way not discharge such a creature?" I queried. 
‘Because she is so competent, was the reply; 
„and when @ how could I replace her? Now, 
such state of 1 is radically wrong. No matter 
if the goddess of all perfection enters your 
kitchen, zee to it that she does not remain 
there if not. amenable to law. Every woman 
should be the. mistress of every part of 
her own household, and allow insubordination no 
sooner in the kitchen than in the nursery or 
the school-room. She first impertinent word, or 
grouty look, or violation of rule should be checked. 
and if repeated visited h instant dismissal. If 
we were as intolerant o gee me as of badly 
cooked dinners matters would. soon change. And 
if it were impossible fora girlence discharged for 
insolence or any other just cause to obtain an- 
other situation, Arcadian days would dawn for us 
once more. Let all housekeepers compact together 
to hire no girl who cannot furnisha fiat rate rec- 
ommendation from her last employer, and the ax 
is laidat the root of the evil. As long as incompe- 
tent, disrespectful, and thieving giris can secure 
places so readily as they do, misrule and anarchy 
will continue to reign.

From GranpmMa O_pwars, Curcaco.—With the 
result of last Tuesday's election before me, I want 
to ‘‘ preach a little preach. more particularly as 
sundry letters from friends in the country have 
urged me te give through The Home my opinion on 
the much-discussed suffrage question.

If My 
Lady could go in = her carriage and have 
her liveried servant deposit her vote as she 
leaves cards af the doors of her friends, she might 
sometimes go if hueband or lover were candidates, 
but the majority of votes would be cast by those of 
our sex who—alas! for womanhood—are even viler 
than the men who would surely control their 
votes, —viler, because the world expects a woman 
to behave herself better than a man under all cir- 
cumstances, and because they are too ignurant to 
have an opinion beyond the desire to bave elected 
those men who promise to prote® their nefarious 
lives. Believing that such hands would hold the 
balance of power were female suffrage to ex- 
ist, I cannot but feel that it would be the most un- 
1 disastrous course which could be fol- 
owed. 

But. sisters, why clamor for the power to vote 
when you can exert so great an influence on the 
voters? We have been teld that ‘*‘ mothers should 
find their votes in the cradle instead of the ballot- 
box, and that is all well as far as it goes; nothing 
on earth should be allowed to tempt us, for even 
one hou’, to neglect the lin e upon line with 
which we should train our children toward the 
highest standard of goodness; but there is a 
quicker means at band.

eard scores of men say such things. but ‘‘ only 
the primarv’’ decides whether our beloved city 
shall fall a prey to rings which will eat away her 
life and steal the remains; who will so legislate 
that foul intemperance, witn all its kindred de- 
mons, may «talk unvunished through our streets, 
and whose reign will make the name of our fair 
Chicago a blot and a byword in the catalogue 
of cities; or whether we shal! have elected hopest 
men who will have a pride in keeping her renuta- 
tion fair and clean, and in making such laws that 
financial confidence shall be restored and the good 
time re urn when every map and woman shall have 
plenty of work to do, and be suita@bly paid for it. 

A week or two ago I beard aclergyman say in the 
pulpit that every man ought to feel it as sacred a 
duty to go to the primary elections as to go to 
church or teach his children the catechiesm. And 
Iaver we can do this. Not one of us but has some 
friend who. can be influenced if we try, if we are 
sure we know what we are talkingapout. So, friends, 
let ue take the goods the gods provide. instead 
of crying for those we cannot have. Woman has 
enough to doif she does well all the duties she 
finds nearest her, without trying to usurp the 
places which seem set apart for men. And if one 
finds that, after she has made her home ali it ought 
to be. ehe still has time and strength to spare, 
there are plenty of weary mothers to help, —plenty 
of faint hearw to cheer and little chi:dren to com- 
fort, which will al her hands with work and her 


sou! with peace. 

My dear .Orlena, if this letter was not 
already too; long. [ should take issne 
with vou upon that dreadfully Commun- 
istic letter of youre last week. I thought 
better of you than to expect such dangerous senti- 
ments from you. Suppose you earn $2 per day, 
and I. too lazy to work, meet you on the street and 
demand half your earnings, ought there to be a 
law compelling you to give it to me. or to protect 
me if | took it forcibly? Yet that is the real spirit 
of your wish to have our wise men legislate „to 
bring people more on an equality as regards dollars 
and cents. But I will reserve my scoiding for pri- 
vate delivery, only saying to those who do not 
know us, that we are too good friends to quarrel 
over it, and probably Orlena only consuited her 
own quick, generous spirit when she wrote the let- 
ter, without thinking whither it might tend.

We have booted and spurred stockmen whose 
coarse garb covers as sensitive, refined, and cul- 
tivated natures as those who measure 
tape and adorn Eastern drawing- rooms; 
wao for want of suitable help live in 
the» saddle on their wild **bronchos ’ 
and in cabins or dus - outs on the plains, cook their 
own food and wash their own dishes. We have 
liberally educated men who pitch their tents or 
cabins within sight of, +f not within, the regions 
of yi rig snow, and with pick and shovel maul 
and drill, delve, in the mines for silver and gold; 
who, for want of female assistance, prepare their 
own grub and *‘ bile’ taeir own woolens high 
onthe mountain sides. This intelligence, culti- 
vation, and refinement among these classes of 
laborers here is not here and there an exception, 
but, tu a large extent, the rule. A more liberal dis- 
tribution in this country of the surplus female help 
in the East would provide for them g homes, 
independence, and the comforts of life, suppiy 
many families here with good help, and relieve

From Lazy Nevi, BATTLE Creex.—In dyeing 
Scarlet, if Caroty will use plenty of water in mak 
ing ber dye, and then with a clean stick keep the 
goods in constant motion, she will have no trouble 
with ite streaking. You need not be afraid of 
weakening the dye, as the goods will absorb all the

Apply with a woolen cloth and polish down with 
dry Tripoli. 

Georgina, this is the way we make cream puffs: 
Melt one-half cup of butter in one cup of hot wa: 
ter, and, while boiling, beat in one cup of flour, 
then take off the stove and cool; when cool atir in 
three eggs. one at a time, without beating; drop 
on tins quickly, and bake about twenty-five min- 
utes in a moderate oven. For the cream, half pint 
milk, one eng. three tablespoons sugar, two large 
tablespoons flour; boil same as any mock cream, 
and flavor with lemon. When baked, open the 
side of each puff and fill with the cream.

WANTS. 

From P. P. P., Cutcaco.—I do not like to inter - 
fere with our excellent friend Fern-Leaf, but I 
want to give my opinion upon the treatment of 
flowers in the house. Of course-the soll is very 


important. but hardly as much so as the watering, 


Flowers can be spoilt as well as children by too 
much care, andI find generally, in nearly all the 
many homes I visit, that plants are watered too 
much, causing yellow leaves and sickly plants. 
My own rule is to keep lilles and other — that 
experience teaches require much moisture quite 
wet; the others I give water to when by the touch 
the soil feels dry, and once a week a more thorough 
wetting, combined with a shower-bath. That is 
just tae way Nature waters plants, sometimes a 
thorough drenching, and then again no moisture 
except the gentle dew. It is always best to follow 
Nature in almost everything. 

A good rule seems to be this: All smooth-leaved 

lants like the tragacanth (or Wandering Jew) will 

ar very free watering. whilst nairy-leaved plants. 
like the flowering strawberry, are destroyed dy too 
much water; hence these twocannot be grown suc- 
cessfully in the same hanging nasket. 

Gold fish are best preserved dy never changing 
the entire water; add about one-third part of fresh 
water daily. Luke-warm in very cold weather, 
sudden changes of temperature being injurious. 
The stale water contains more animalcule for the 
fish to feed upon; the moss on the pebbles serving 
the same purpose. 

I feed mine with a little boiled rice occasionally, 
and, for a change, common earthworms. I have 
no death to record from this mode of treatment.

Itis very pretty 
for hanging baskets, or for rock-work in the gar- 
den. not forget postage, howeyer.

I have about a peck of Madeira- 
vine roots; I would not care if some one had them 
to distribuie to those who want them. I have 
some seed of the California morning-glory some- 
what similar to the common kind, but larger and 
richer-looking flowers. I have counted nine dif- 
ferent kinos of flowers on. I wouid lixe to ex- 
change some seed for lily-of-the-valley pips. 
Scotch gowan, trailing arbutus, primrose, or the 
different shades of oxalis. If any one wants any 
Madeira bulbs, let me know. Dame Durden, to 
clean your braes bird-cage go to the drug store and 
get five cents’ worth of muriatic acid; then go to 
the tin shop ana get afew small pieces of zinc; 
put the acid in the tumbler and put in some zinc, 
and give all the zinc the acid will eat. After itis 
done foaming strain it into a large open- 
mouthed bottle, add one-third rain water, 
put in two ounces of pulverizoad chalk, 
and it is ready for use. Before using, shake thor- 
oughly; apply with a soft woolen cioth, rubbing 
the wire, then wash it off with soft warm water, 
and you will be surprised at the polish. It is alse 
good to brighten ap copper tea-kettles, etc. Try 
t and report.

Steam Distributed Throagh Pipes in City- 
Streets Like Water and Gas. 
i Buffalo Express. 

Birdsill Holly, of Lockport, N. Y., is the 
originator of a new system of conveying steam 
for heating purposes by means of pipes laid for 
long distances under ground. In the month of 
May, 1876, be put his ideas into an experi- 
mentically practical shape by placing a small 
steam boiler in his vard and connecting 500 feet 
of underground pipe. The result satisfied him 
that the plan was entirely feasible. In the 
month of January, 1877, a stock company, with 
a capital of $25,000, was formed to teat the plan 
on al scale, under the title f The Holl 
Steam Sostbination Company, limited.” 4 
brick boiler-house was ereeted on Elm street, 
aud a borizontal boiler, sixteen feet iong 
and five feet in diameter, was placed in posi- 
17 tion, and a lme of threeinch wrought 
iron pipe was laid three feet under ground for 
the distance of half a mile. ‘This line was pur- 
posely laid in the sparsely-settied portion of 
the city, for the purpose of testing the power of 
steam without interruption., Junction service- 
pipes were placed in the maib pipe at intervals 
of trom 100 to 200 feet, and at these points and 
at the terminus of the line tests were made to 
deterniine the amount of condensation, the 
power of steam, and the requisite ses ot pipe. 

The results from the half mile ol pipe were 
so satisfactory that additional piping was laid, 
making a total distance of a mile aod a third, 
the size of the pipe being moditied as follows: 
Four-inch pipe was used for the first 400 — 
three-inch pipe for the next 1,600 feet, two

CLOCKS AND WATCHES. 
Troy Tunes. 

The clock, which at the present day is consid- 
ered an almost indispe le article in nearly 
every housebold in the fand, and the watch, 
which is generally required to complete the 
wardrobe of nearly every man and woman, are, 
compared to the bistory of the world, but of re- 
cent origin or invention. 

The “ancients”? used to mark the progress of 
time by the moving of the heavenly bodies, and 
for a more brief space by the shadow of the sun 
cast on a sun dial, certain marks on the dial 
noting the length of time. The dial is used to- 
day, and the sun at its true meridian is found 
through this system at the present time. The 
North American Indians fixed their time and 
age, or any event, by so many moons, and so 
many winters, and leaves falling from trees. 
Less time was 60 wang suns or days in certain 
moons. By this way of computing time, an old 
indian could tell how many days, months, and 
years he had lived. 

In the absence of the sun, the ancients used a 

ntrivance called a clepsydra, a vessel eontain- 
ing water escaping slowly through a small or- 
fice in equal quantities at equal times. A float- 
ing body in a vessel which received the water 
denoted the time by its rise to certain numbers 
on the side of the vessel. The Romang intro- 
duced this instrument in the days of Pompey, 
from Greece, seventy years before the Christian 
era. They employ 
speeches in the Roman Senate. . 

The sand or hour-glass was an ancient inven- 
tion, and used in Egypt before the days of 
Christ. This cheap and convenient instrument 
has been handei down to the present day, and 
is still employed for some purposes which re- 
quire tne frequent measurement of short time, 
as a haif minute ranning out the horologe, or 
three minutes to boil eggs.
